FURTHER DETAILS OF THE FIGHT.

led —The Excitement Among 
the People Runs High.

FAYETTEVILLE, Ga., July 11.—{Special.]— 
This has been a busy day forthe doctors and 
the coroner of Fayette county. : 

Two dead mien furnished the necessity for 
‘the one, and more than a dozen wounded kept 
the others moving from. dawn till after dark. 

All this was the result of yesterday’s race 
riot at Starr's pond. a ate 

Yesterday morning THE 7 ConsTITt TION 
published a dispatch from Griftin which told 

the particulars could then 
be obtained. Today’s developments show that 
the fight was fully xs fatal as was at 
presage'l. Gtarr’s tni!] is about ten milos south 
of this place and abont the same distance from 
any railway station. For this reason the pre- 
cise extent of the riot eould not be reached 
without considerable delay. 

All day ioday Coroner Speight has been 
holding inquest over the dead bodies of the 
two negroes who were killed in the affray. 

They were Harrison Hastings anid Anderson 
Williams. Hastings was killed instantly and 
Williams diel frei his wounds this morning. 
There are fuily fifteen others who received 
gun shot and pistol wounds. Eleven are white 
men, and from the best information three or 
four other negrccs besides those dead were 
badly wounded. - None of the white men have 
died so far, but two of them are considered in 
@ very precarious condition. The wounded 
white men are:

All are wounded with small shot, the negroes 
being armed with guns instead of pistols. 

Ninety-eight shot entered Jack McElwany, 
and his condition is very serious. 

Marshali Cox is another who is badly hurt— 
probably fatally. Two shot entered his left 
eye, lacerating it terribly; four struck him be- 
hind the right ear, on the neck, and his body 
wWas pierced in several places by the leaden 
missiles. 

Jim Seott, one of the wounded negroes, will 
more than probably die. He was shot in e'ght 
places, a heavy slug entering his leg. 

It is pretiy certain that more negroes were 
shot than has yet appeared, Coroner Speight 


‘stating that he expected to soon hear of other 


lt of the riot. 
THE CAUSE OF THE RIOT. 

The building of a new mill dam, and the 
draining off of a mill pond was at the bottom 
of the riot. 

For some time past the coming of last 
Thursday has been eagerly anticipated by the 
people for niles aronud Starr’s Mill, which is 
asmall settlement of a half hundred country 
folk. That was the day set for the letting off 
of the mill pond, and the country people 
looked forward to a big tiine in an immense 
fish fry. 

Wednesday they began arriving in the vi- 
cinity of the pond, which covers an area of 
above three hundred acres. Wednesday night 
severalhundred people from the far corners 
oi ihe county had reached the piace and were 
camped in readiness for the fun of ‘the follow- 
ing day. 

The people were mostly in high humor, and 
the evening and night were passed in prepara- 
tions for the raid on the finny inhabitants of 
the pond next day. 

Fayette has been a prohibition county since 
52, but such fish fries don’t often happen, and 
to make it more merry, there must of course be 
an abundance of liquor turned loose among the 
fishers. A half dozen blind tigers glared from 
the thickets before Thursday’s sun rose, and 
it is upon these unlawful dispensations that 
the greatest part of the responsi- 
bility for the bloody riot rests. 

COMMENCEMENT OF THE FIGHTING. 

The lines of battle were marked out 
Wednesday night. A skirmish was fought 
then by moonlight, but the pitched charge 
did not occur until about 1 o’clock the next 
lay. 

Wednesday night a couple of young white 
nen, farmers who had come from quite a dis- 
tance to be early birds at the fish fry, visited 
the house 6f a disreputable negro woman in 
the neighborhod of the mill pond. They were 
drinking some, and when a crowd of negro 
meu Came upon them there, a row resulted. 

The white mon got the worst of the encoun- 
tr, and, ii seems, went off to get reinforce® 
ments, but when they returned to the woman’s 
house the negroes were gone. They had got- 
ten wind of the inivuiion of the whites to be 
revenged for the injuries they had received, 
and soon they ! word passed through the 
settlement and surrounding country. 

The word passed among the negroes was for 
them to bring their weapons to the iill 
pond the next day, prepared to resist any at- 
tack of thé whites, which they anticipated to 
follow asa consequence of the night’s affair. 

THEY BROUGHT THEIR GUNS. 

According!y Thursday morning negroes with 
guns of allsizes and styles began collecting 
along on the benk of the pond in the neigh 
borhood of a small store kept by Tom Hastings,

It isnot uncommon for negroes as well as 
White mento carry their guns on a fishing 
trip. But it sO happened that 
the majority of the guns were on the negro 
Bide at this frolic. They were stacked by twos, 
threes and fours against trees, and several 
Were left with Hastings for safe keeping, until 
they were needed. 

The white people paid little-attention to the 
Présencesof the guns, and until the riot actually 

roke out, Scarcely anybody thought of im- 
pending trouble, : 

Between 1,200 and 1,500 people were in the 
Vicinity when the pond was drawn off. Over 
@ hundred were negroes. As long as the inter- 
ta was centered in the pond and the fish, 

Yerything went well. This lasted until about 
RO0n, when inany of the white people had be- 
ei to leave for home, and a number had 
Sready filled their baskets with fish and_set 
Out.

white man, took it upon himself to disarm 
him. McElwany, after a tussel, succeeded in 
getting Williams’s pistol, and carrying it off. 

This incident made the negroes: more bois- 
terous, and in a short while, a man who was 
on the ground selling drinks, came to McEl- 
wany and asked that he return the pistol to 
the negro from whom he had taken it. The 
man said if this was done the negroes would 
behave themselves. 

McKlwany gave up the pistol and it was 
soon back in the hands of Williams. 

Very soon after this, Williams became more 
violent and obnoxious than ever. Going toa 
crowd of negroes gathered in a chump of trees, 
some distance above the main crowd of white 
people, on a hillside, he secured a gun. With 
this and his pistol, braidishing both in the air 
and shouting defiance at the white men below, 
he started at a quick pace toward them, Jack 
McElwany, who had taken the pistol away 


from him, being one of the crowd of white 


‘men. 


Jim Scott, another negro, ran after Wil- 


to cease his swearing and threats. 

When within about forty yards of the white 
men, Williams stopped, and shouting some 
insulting words at them, and singling out 
McElwany, threw his gun up to his shoulder. 

Ahnost simultaneously two shots rang 
out. One was fired by the 
negro and the other come from 
McElwany’s gun. A half dozen white men 
were struck with the shot from Williams’s gun. 
both negroes started back toward their 
friends, and in less time than it takes to write 
it, » regular volley was being poured into the 
Whites from shotguns by the negroes on the 
hill, and returned by them as best they could, 
with pistols. 

INSTANTLY KILLED. 

The noise of the shooting attracted others 
from distant parts of the pond. 

One of those who rushed upon the scene 
while the fighting was thickest was John 
Harrison, a young white man. When. he 
reached the place, his eyes met a sight that 
was well calculated to horrify anybody. Lying 
on the ground beside each other were his fa- 
ther and his brother. Both were bleeding 
freely from gunshot wounds. 

Hlarrison became desperate, and pointing 
his gun at Harrison Hastings, the first negro 
he saw, believing him to be one of those’ who 
probably wounded his father and brother, he 
discharged a load of shot in to his head. 

Hastings fell to the ground a corpse without 
agroan. It afterwards appeared that he had 
nothing to do with the fighting, and was try- 
ing to getaway from it when the fatal shot 
was fired at him. This was the evidence be 
fore the coroner’s jury. 

GATHERING UP THE WOUNDED. 

After the firing ceased wounded men were 
lying all over the field. The negroes who 
were able to do so took to the woods, 
and it is impossible to tell just hove inany 
were shot. 

The names of the white men have already 
been given. Those who.were seriously hurt 
were provided with easy conveyance and 
carried home. 

Hastings, the negro killed outright, was 
carried to his home in the settlement of Starr’s 
mill, and remained there until after the in- 
quest yesterday. , 

Anderson Williams and Jim Scott, whose 
wounds were serious, also lived in the settle- 
ment. They were taken to their homes and 
doctors at once sent for. 

Marshall Cox, one of the white men whose 
wounds are most serious, was seen today at 
his home, fonr miles south of this place. 
He was in bed, attended by a physician, who 
pronounces him in a bad fix. Cox is consid- 
erably, swoilen up, both in body and

terribly, and the right side of his neck just. 

below and behind his ear is riddled with lead. 

Iiis arm and chest are also torn by the shot. 
Cox is an unmarried man. 

Jack McElwany was piercedjby ninety-eight 
shot, some of which were taken out today. He 
isina dangerous condition but the -doctors 
have good hopes for his recovery. McElwany 
has a wife and six chiidren. 

THE INQUEST TODAY. 

Early this morning Coroner Speight em- 
paneled a jury and began investigating the 
death of Harrison Hastings. 

Several hundred people gathered to witness 
the investigation, and among the negroes a 
great deal of bad feeling existed. Another 
outbreak was feared at.one time, but the ne- 
groes finally dispersed without any more vio- 
lence than sullen looks and whispered confer- 
ences. 

A verdict, charging John Harris with the 
unlawful killing of Harrison Hastings, was 
finally arrived. at. Immediately a warrant 
was sworn out and put in the sheriff’s hands, 
but so far Harris has not been arrested. 

The verdict rendered on the investigation of 
Anderson Williams’ death, stated that he was 
killed by a pistol shot fired by the hand of an 
unknown party. 

Williams was regarded as abad charac- 
ter, and the community feels that it will be 
about as well off without him. Hastings and 
Wiliams both leave families. 

MUCH EXCITEMENT. 

All day today the riot was the prevailing 
topic of conversation in Fayetteville. The 
leeal election and everything else was swal- 
lowed up in talk about the wounded men and 
the bloody conflict. 

The town was alive with country people, 
and occasional rumors ofa new outbreak at 
the mills created high excitement. The 
negroes have been very quiet today, and it is 
thought that now there is no danger of a re- 
newal of the riot. 

The prevailing sentiment among all classes 
is that the negroes received no more than 


their just deserts, though the killing of Hast-.« 


ings, who was an inoffensive, well behaved 
negro, is deplored. Ep. M. DURANT.

LovisvILLk, July 11.—At 12:30 today a 
written agreement was drawn up between 
General Manager Metcalf, of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, and the striking 
brakemen and switchmen, by which the men 
consent to return to work immediately. It is 
provided that General Manager Metcalf shall 
thoroughly investigate the demand sand com- 
plaints made by the men, and give them a 
final decision as to what the authorities of the 
rord will doin the way of granting them. The 
men return to work under the old rates. The 
conductors are also promised a full investiga- 
tion of their grievances. The temporary 
settlement of the trouble, of course, is re- 
garded as a victory for the road.

THE FORCE BILL IN THE SENATE. 


The Republicans Determined to Pass the 
Bill This Session, and They Will Make 
it a Test of Physical Endurance. 


Wasnineron, July 11.—[{Special.]—‘The 
national election law bill will be passed by the 
senate before this session of congress adjourns. 
You may rely upon this.” The above wag 
spoken by Senator Spooner this afternoon, in 
reply toa question. As to the methods by 
which it is to pass, he would not express an 
opinion, for, indeed, they have not been de- 
termined upon. Senater Spooner will have 
the bill in charge in the senate, and he prob- 
ably knows whereof he speaks. 

The fact that the republican senatorial cancus 
reached no agreement last night is of no par- 
ticular significance. Two-thirds of the sena- 
tors present favored the passage of the force 
bill, and it was evident that every one would 
came in line at the proper time. 

HOW SHALL IT BE DONE? 

The question which is now agitating the 
minds of the republican senators is. how shall 
the bill be passed? Shall the rules be changed, 
or shall the fight be one of physical endurance ? 


The first impulse of Senator Spooner and other 


leaders was to pledge forty-three of the repnb- 
lican senators to remain in the seuate chamber 
unt] a vote could be had without changing the 
rules, tomake the fight one of endurance. 
They have, however, inet with much difficulty 
in getting the old senators to agree to remain 
up at nights, and the chances now seem to favor 
a slight change of the rules, enough to have a 
motion put to the senate and voted 
on without - debate—that the vote on 
the bill shall be taken at a_ certain 
hour, on a certain day. However, this has not 
been decided upon, but if is quite evident that 
some means by which the bill can be rushed 
through, within three or four weeks’ time, will 
be devised, and it will become a law before 
this session of congress is at an end. But it 
will not be the Lodge bill which passed the 
house that will pass the senate. All the re- 
publican members of the committee on elec- 
tions are opposed to that bill, and Senators 
Hoar and Spooner are already at work on & 
substitute measure.. However, it will be just 
as iniquitous as the Lodge bill, and of course 
the house will accept it. It will probably be 
something on the order of the Hoar bill, which 
has been pending before the senate all this 
session. 
ANOTHER REPUBLICAN CAUCUS, 

The republican senators will caucus again 
either tomorrow or Monday night, and then it 
will be decided exactly how the bill shall be 
passed,and when. The fact that the senate 
will pass the bill is attributable, in a large 
measure, to Reed. He and the president, 
backed up by the congressional committee and 
Quay’s national committee, are indeed én- 
gazed in concerted action to dragoon the sen- 
ate into forcing through the bill ina very short 
time, and are also engaged in attemping to 
force public opinion in the north into favoring 
the bill. 

IT WAS WRITTEN BY REED, 

The letter addressed to republican editors 
by Congressman Belden, which was really pre- 
pared and sent out by Tom Reed, is one of 
their plans of action. ‘They also have others, 
which they will soon spring, but there is no 
use now, for Reed has already captured the 
senate, and willrun it to suit himself. Reed 
is, indeed, the master’ politician of America. 
He is the most perfect type of the bulldozer 
and tyrant, but he has proven successful to 
date in everything that he has undertaken. 

The conference report on the silver bill was 
sprung upon the house this afternoon without 
aimoment’s warning, and Conger and Reed 
attempted to rush it through without debate. 
However, the'democrats headed them off by 
the absence ofa quorum on the motion for the 
previous question, and forced them to allow 
debates, 

The bill is now before the house. It will 
be debated until 4 o’clock tomorrow afternoon, 
when the vote will be taken. It is the same 
that pagsed the senate yesterday afternoon. It 
will pass tomorrow, and the yote will prob- 
ably be strictly a party one.

THE TWO METALS. 


Senator Teller Introduces a Resolution to 
Have a Conference on Gold and Silver. 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—In the senate Mr. 
Teller introduced a joint resolution declaring 
it to be the determined policy of the United 
States government to use both gold and silver 
as full legal tender money, and instructing 
the president to invite the governments of 
Latin union countries, and of such other na- 
tions as he may deem advisable, +o join the 
United States in a conference to adopt a com- 
mon ratio between gold and silver, for the 
purpose of establishing internationally the 
use Of @imetallic money, and _ securing 
a fixity of relative value between these 
metals. The conference is to be held 
at such place as may be mu- 
tually agreed upon by the executives 
of the governments joining in it, 
and when, in the judgment of the president of 
the United States, a sufficient number of 
nations shall have entered into such interna- 
tional arrangements, he shalldeclare the ratio 
so fixed to be the existing ratio in the United 
States. The president is to appoint not less 
than three nor more than five commissioners 
to attend such conference on the part of the 
United States, and who are to receive $2,500 
and their reasqnab'e expenses. 

The joint resolution was referred to. the 
finance committee. 

The senate then took up the senate bill to 
establish a United States land court, and to 
provide for the settlement of private land 
claims in New Mexico, Wyoming, Arizona, 
Utah, Nevada and Colorado, such claims 
being by virtue of Spanish or Mexican rights. 

THE SHIPPING BILLS, 

The bill was discussed until 2 o’clock, when 
the shipping bills were in order as “unfinished 
business,’’ and Mr. Gibson addressed the sen- 
ate. He argued against the proposed subsidies 
for ships, but in favor of moderate postal sub- 
sidies. Hespoke of the importance of estab- 
lishing a line of steamships to trade with the 
Congo country; of began a government dry 
dock at New Orleans, and of reforming the 
tariff by admitting commodities from the South 
American states at lower rates of duties. But 
there was nothing, he said, more destructive 
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T of the 1 Gover thes 


other nations in regard to 
_ trade 
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of the troubles; a cause which had, from 1855 
to 1889, pulled down the carrying trade of the 
America: merchant marine from seventy-five 
per cent «ft imports and exports to sixteen per 
cent, «as net a sur cause, or a casual cause. 
The first great leading cause of the decadence 
ad been the substitution of iron and steel 
3g for wooden ships. To that original cause 
ad been added legislation that forbade Ameri- 
can citi trom buying foreign built 
and tariff legislation that 
to isolate the United States from 
international 
He protested against the bill becanse 
sed to tax the people for the purpose 
milding up an industry that was impossible 
under existing legislation. The plan proposed 
was a Utopian one, a visionary one. It was 
a ible under existing tariff and 
ion laws to build up the foreign carrying 
trade of the United States. 

Mr. Coke went on to declaim against the 
on ag aa effects of an illiberal tariff law and 
said that if retaliations were resorted to in 
Etirope (as was now threatened), retalia- 
tion would fall upon the farmers of the United 
States. While the United States was piling 
up obstructions to trade, the pending Dill 
proposed i to pay subsidies for a 
man to go out and hunt up foreign trade. The 
whole business was simply reductio ad ab- 
surdum. 

Mr. Vest offered as a substitute for the bill 
as tothe American merchant marine a pro- 
vision for free ships to be used only in the for- 
eign carrying trade, not in the coastwise or 

6 trade. 

The bills went over without action, after an 
unsuccessful effort by Mr. Frye to have an 
agreement to voto upon them tomorrow. 

After a brief executive session, the senate 
at 5:40 adjourned till tomorrow.

WILL VOTE ON IT TODAY. 


The House to Dispose of the Conference 
Report on the Silver: Bill. 


Wasuinaron, July 11.—Mr. Perkins, of 
Kansas, presented the conference report on the 
bill granting right of way across Mille Lacs, 
Indian reservation, to the Little Fills, Mille 
Lacs and Lake Superior Railroad company. 

Mr. Enloe, of Tennessee, raised the question 
of consideration in the interest of the private 
calendar. 

No quorum being present, a call of the house 
was ordered. : 

One hundred and ninety-four members— 
morethan a quorum—responded. to their 
names. 

Mr. Perkins moved that further proceedings 
under call be dispdnsed with. Agreed to— 
yeas 130, nays 55. 

The conference report was then adopted. 

After the passage of one private relief bill, 
Mr. Conger, of Iowa, presented the conference 
report on the silver bill. 

_ After it had been read, the question of con- 
sideration was raised by Mr. Bland. The 
question was put, ‘Will the house proceed to 
thé consideration of the conference report ?’’ 
and it resulted—yeas, 106; nays; 44. The 
speaker being unable to record a quorum, a 
call of the house was ordered. 

On call, one hundred and ninety-four mem- 
bers—more than a quorum—responded to their 
naies. It was then agreed, on the suggestion 
of Mr. Blount, of Georgia, that four hours, de- 
bate should be allowed tomorrow on the silver 
conference report, atthe end of which time 
the previous question should be considered as 
ordered. 

The house then, at 4:25, took a recess until 
8 o’clock, the evening session to be for the 
consideration of private pension bills. The 
vote on consideration of the silver conference 
report was partisan, the republicans voting in 
the affirmative and the democrats in the nega- 
tive. The only exception was Mr. Rogers, of 
“<vEansas, who, before the announeement. of 
the result, changed his vote from the negative 
to the aftirmative, fin order to move’a recon- 
sideration, but this motion was made useless 
by the absense of a quorum. 

The house metat 8 o’clock andon the first 
pension bill that was called up, Mr. Enloe, of 
Tennessee, made the point of no quorum and 
the house adjourned until tomorrow. 
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HARRISON WRITES A LETTER. 


He Writes to the Grangers on the Tariff 
Question. ' 

Cuicaao, July 11.—The Journal aggre a 
telegram, under date. of Carlisle, Pa., giving 
the text of a letter written by President Harri- 
son in response to, and declining an invitation 
to attend the National Grangers’ exhibition. 
The president says in part: 

The tariff question, which is now before the peo- 
ple, is the most important question of the day, 
and the people should be thoroughly educatea on 
it, as there is no doubt that the farming element 
of this country is the backbone of this govern- 
ment, or any other free government. It is neces- 
sary that they should understand this question, 
so that they can choose between free trade and 
protection, one of which would be ruinous to the 
government, and the other would be prosperity to 
the government. Thisfree trade question is a 
dangerous one to handle, and if it should win in 
1892 it would cause great distress throughout the 
land, something never experienced by the Ameri- 
can people. 


A Cool Night. 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—The signal office 
furnishes the following special bulletin to the 
press. 

This morning the weather reports show that 
throughout the south Attlantic and middle 
states, from Georgia northward to Lake Erie, 
and in portions of New England, last night was 
one of the coldest on record for this season of the 
year. Following are sore minimum tempera- 
tures, with relation to the lowest ever before 
reported during the second decade of July. 
Savannah, 66 degrees, one below; Wiiming- 
ton, 58 degrees. three below; Raleigh, 56 


‘degrees, two below; Charlotte, 56) degrees, 


four below ; Lynchbnrg and Harrisonburg, 54 
degrees, seven below; Northfield, Vt., 40 de- 
grees, two below; Washington City and San- 
dusky, 56 degrees,and Boston 54—no difference. 
The minimum yesterday at Albany was 48 de- 
grees, two below the lowest previously re- 
corded during the first decade of July. 


Secretary Blaine’s Communication.

Three of her crew are missing, A number of 
negro stevedores were in the hold getting out 
the cargo,and it is thought eight or ten of them 
were killed, and more Ee iened. It is impossi- 
ble as yet to tell the total number of casual- 
ties. The Tioga is one of the largest steamers 
on the lakes. 


Accident on the Chesapeak and Ohio.

A BOY HANGED 


MURDER OF HIS STEP- 
MOTHER, 


HOW THE CRIME WAS COMMITTED. 


Execution of the Murderer Yesterday—A 
Hanging in Birmingham Yesterday. 
Criminal News Generally.

Co.tumBta, §. C., July 11.—[Special.]—Arm- 
stead Jones, colored, was hanged in Orange- 
burg today. He was one of the youngest per- 
sons ever hanged in this state. His age was 
given by himself as sixteen years, but others 
reported him as seventeen. Armstead Jones 
was hanged for the cold blooded and delib- 
erate assassination of his stepmother. ‘The mur- 
der was committed last February. Armstead 
and his younger brother, Jesine, a thirteen 
year old boy, quarreled with their step- 
mother ®%bout some trivial matter, probably 
because their share of provisions was not as 
lafge as they considered proper. They con- 
ferred together, and decided to get their 
father’s wife out of the way. Armstead pro- 
cured an old gun, which was heavily loaded, 
and one evening, just before they expected 
their stepmother to go to the spring for water, 
they secreted themselves in the vicinity 
behind some bushes. When Mrs. Jones made 
her appearance, Armstead took deadly aim 
and fired. The woman was instantly killed, 
and the brothers attempted to hide the. body, 
but when the crime was discovered they con- 
fessed. They were both convicted and sen- 
tenced to death, but Jesine being recom- 
mended to mercy by the jury, had his sen- 
tence commuted to ten years’ imprisonment by 
the governor. 

Armstead Jones ate a good supper last 
night, slept very soundly, and this morning 
ordered and consumed a large and substantial 


breakfast.

“GOOD BYE, WORLD.” 


The Execution of Alfred Cooper in Bir- 
mingham Yesterday. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July eB prom? 1 
Alfred Cooper, colored, was hanged in the 
jail yard at 12:45 today. He tried to meet 
death bravely, but failed, his nerves giving 
way at the last moment, so much so that he 
could not stand, andhad to be supported on 
the scaffold while the noose wasadjusted. He 
smoked a cigarette on the scaffold until the 
black cap was drawn over his face. He con- 
a his guilt, and said he was ready to die. 
His fast words were: ‘‘Good bye, world; you 
are no friend of mine.’’ Cooper’s neck was 
not broken, and he died of strangulation §n 
fourteen minutes. The crime for which he 
was executed was the unprovoked murder of 
Jeff Googan, colored, committed last Febru- 
ury. 


His Neck Did Not Break. 

New ORvEANS, July 11.—William Johnson, 
colored, who murdered his paramour, Octavia 
Dillon, alias Mary Banks, on the second of 
April last, was hanged today in the parish 
prison, this city. The drop fell at 12:22. The 
neck of the victim not being broken he died 
of strangulation, and at 12:45 was pronounced 
dead and the body cut down. 


THE LAST DAY’ 


Of the National Teachers’ Association at 
St. Paul. 

Sr. Pavut, July 11.---When the fourth session 
of the thirty-fifth annual convention of the 
National Educational association opened, Dr. 
Hewitt, of Ohio, arose on a question of privi- 
lege to deny a published statement regarding 
his candidacy for the presidency. It has been 
reported that he would have taken the office 
if given him, and considerable feeling was ex- 
pressed against the action of the nominations 
committee, in choosing for president one 
whose connection with the association was 
considered as comparatively recent. This 
matter was said to be about to create a fight 
in the association, and so it proved. After 
Dr. Hewitt’s statement the matter was staved 
off fora few minutes by John Hancock, of 
Ohio, offering a resolution endorsing compul- 
sory education, which was referred to the com- 
mittee on resolutions. Alexandér Forbes, of 
Lilinois, then got the floor on a question of 
privilege, and read from the constitution of 
the association to prove that the method of 
election of officers had been illegal and was, 
therefore, null and void. He offered a series 
of resolutions setting forth this statement and 
moved that an election of officers be now held. 

His motion was immediately seconded. He 
spoke in favor of it, claiming that proper and 
legal methods were necessary for the strength 
and continued prosperity of the association, 
His speech was centile applauded. 

President Canfield said he wished to make a 
statement, and explained that the present con- 
stitution had been adopted for a small body 
and was in many ways unsuitable for the 
greatly augmented numbers of the present or- 
ganization. 

For the reasons given he declared that the 
motion and resolutions were out of order. 

Mr. Hardy, of Arizona, who had seconded 
Mr. Forbes’s motion, appealed from-the decis- 
ion of the chair, but President Canfield refused 
to hear the appeal, and his decision was 
greeted with combined applause and hisses. 

The chair called immediately for the report 
of the president of the educational council, 
and the matter was dropped for the session, 
and probabiy for the meeting. 

Tonight’s session closed the series. Profes- 
sor J. M. Baker, of Colorado, presented the re- 

rt of the committee on resolutions. They 
avor moral training in public schools, recom- 
mend an investigation of White Cross League 
literature, endorse the American Humane so- 
ciety, advocate the teaching of the ethics of 

litics, approve compulsory education to a 
imited extent, commend United States Com- 
missioner Morgan’s plan for Indian school 
lands, endorse land grants for colleges, 
demand the repeal of all import 
duties on books, express satisfaction with the 
wonderful growth of the national educational 
association; return tnanks to thestate of Min- 
nesota, the city and citizens of St. Paul, 
and all who have so cordially and heartily and 
successfully entertained the convention; and 
praise the officers and those railroads that 
aided in the success of the convention. 

A resolution highly complimentary to Pres- 
ident Canfield was carried with great applause. 
Resolutions regarding spelling reform had 
been handed to the committee and at their re- 
quest a special committee was appointed to 
consider it and report next year. 

The race problem was the subject for the 
evening, and the first address was by Hon. A. 
S. Gunby, judge of the Louisiana court of ap- 
peals. In course of his address Judge Gunby 
said that hig solution of the race problem was 
the education of the negro, and suffrage based 
on an educational qualification. 

United States Senator Blair had been an- 
nounced, but could not come. :

DENOUNCING TILLMAN. 


The Straightout Democracy of South Caree 
lina Adopt Resolutions. 

Cotumsia, S. C., July 11.—[{Special.]—The 
convention of straightout democrats resumed 
its work at 10 o’clock this morning. The pre- 
amble adopted treated of the Tillman moye- 
ment as follows: 

Whereas, On the 27th day of March, a convene 
tion assembled in Columbia, under a call of G. W. 
Shell and others, claiming to represent the Farme 
ers’ association, and suggested to the people can- 
didates for governor and lieutenant governor, and 
the leaders of the movement thus inaugurated 
have assailed the integrity of the democratie 
party of South Carolinain its administration of 
the affairs of the govérnment, and have charged 
its chosen and trusted officials with extravagance, 
imbecility, debauchery and perjury ; and, 

Whereas, It is believed and is confidently as- 
Serted that the affairs of the state since 1876 
have been administered with ability, with ustice, 
with unimpeachable integrity and in faithful 
obedience to the requirements of the constita- 
tion and the laws of the state inthe prosecution 
of the issues thus presented, without precedent 
and without justification, prejudices have | 
excited, passions have been aroused, and stag 
have been engendered which jeopardize t 
of the democratic party, and which im the 
gan of white supremacy in Soath Caro- 

The resolutions demanded that the delegates ta 
a certain convention, to be held in August, should 
be elected by primaty, and demanded that that 
convention should amend the constitution of the 
party so as to provide for a primary for alt 
officers. 

The following resolutions were adopted: 

Resolved, That when this conference adjourns, 
that it adjourn subject to the call of the president, 
and in the event that the August convention 
refuses to make provision for the election of dele- 
gates to the September convention by primary, 
that the president call a meeting of this confer- . 
ence, to be held before the September convention, 
for the yurpose of consulting together as to what 
course shall be pursued to preserve ihe existence 
of the regular democratic party of South Carolina. 

The following was adopted with cheers: 

Resolved, That this convention desires to place 
upon record its indignant condemnation of the 
insults which have been offered at certain publia 
meetings in this state, to the war scarfed veteran, 
Wade Hampton, and that we desire to renew ta 
that gallant hero, who led us to victory in 1876, - 
our undiminished confidence, gratitude, affection 
and respect. 

An executive committee of nine was elected, 
General J..D. Kennedy, ex-minister to China, 
being the chairman. It was authorized to pre- 
pare and issue an address to the democratic 
party of South Carolina, setting forth the dan- 
gers now confronting that party, and the 
necessity for organization, which is the only 
guarantee of white supremacy. 

The convention was moderate, and it is evi- 
dent that much depends upon the action of the 
convention to meet next month. Ifa ticket 
is nominated then by Tillman’s party, they 
will place themselves out of the regular de- 
mocracy, and further action will be taken. 

Among the members of the convention were 
Chancellor Johnson, General Hagood, ex-~ 
governor of the state; John C. Sheppard, ex- 
governor; General Levy F. Young, ex-United 
States district attorney; Colonel A. C. Has 
kell,ex-judge of the state superior court ; Colo- 
nel Joseph W. Barnwell, General Kennedy, 
éx-minister to China, and many others of the 
most representative men of the state. It was * 
the finest body of men ever gathered here. 


MAINE’S INCREASE SMALL. 


Census Reports Show That Farming Locale 
ities Are Becoming Depopulated. 


BANGOR, Me., July 11.—The present census 
will create quite an object Jesson for the 
preachers who have been exerting themselves 
to teach the #gastern Maine‘farmers what @ 
great benefit the protective tariff was to them. 

The returns are now coming in to the super- 
visor’s oftice in this city thc and fast, and 
tell a story which is interestingin the extreme. 

There is not a farming town which does not 
show a loss, ranging from Abbott, which. with 
a population of 628, has lost sixty-seven, to At- 
kinson with 625 people and a loss of 200. 

A short time ago Secretary L. A. Gilbert, of 
the Maine board of agriculture, delivered an 
address, in which he Sronety deprecated the 
depopulation of the farms and falling value of 
farm property, and drew a picture which hag 
ever since made him the object of the most 
bitter attacks from the state republican press.- 

The census, however, is showing Mr. Gil. 
bert’s statements to have been true, and the 
vigorous denunciation of his address is ceasing. 

Even inthe smaller towns, where there is 
manufacturing, the gain in population is far 
from meeting expectations, but the larger 
places like Dexter, Dover and Foxcroft have 
been growing steadily. 

The best showing in the state has been made 
by Oldtown, which, with a population of 3,395 
in 1880, has gained about 200, or almost as 
much as Bangor, with its 20,000 people. This 
is due to new manufacturing enterprises.

The crop accounts were less 
favorable. Drouth in Texas was supplemented 
by reports of damage by worms on overflowed 
lands in the Mississippi valicy. Cotton on 
spot was firm, and again quite active for home 
consumption.

Today’s developments show that 
the fight was fully as fatal as was at first 
presage. Starr's mill is about ten milos south 
of this piace and abont the same distance from 
any railway station. For this reason the pre- 
cise exient of the riot reached 
without considerable delay. . 

AN day ioday Coroner Speight has been 
helding inquest over the dead bodies of the 
two negroes who were killed in the affray. 

They were Harrison Hastings anid Anderson 
Williams. Hastings Was killed instantly and 
Wiliiamis diet frein his wounds this morning. 
There are fully fifteen others who received 
gun shot and pistol wounds. Eleven are white 
men, and from the best information three or 
four other megrees besides those dead were 
badly wounded. None of the white men have 
died so far, but two of them are considered in 
a very precarious condition. The wounded

All are wounded with small shot, the negroes 
being armed with guns instead of pistols. 

Ninety-eight shot entered Jack McElwany, 
and his condition is very serious. 

Marshali Cox is another who is badly hurt— 
probably fatally. Two shot entered his left 
eve, lacerating it terribly; four struck him be- 
hind the right ear, on the neck, and his body 
was pierced in several places by the leaden 
mnissiles. 

Jim Scott, one of the wounded negroes, will 
more than probably die. He was shot in eight 
places, a heavy slug entering his leg. 

It is pretty certain that more negroes were 
shot than has vet appeared, Coroner Speight 
stating that he expected to soon hear of other 
deatlis as a resalt of the riot. 

THE CAUSE OF THE RIOT. 

The building of a new mill dam, and the 
draining off of a mill pond was at the bottom 
of the riot. 

For some time past the coming of last 
Thursday has been eagerly anticipated by the 
people for iniles aroniud Starr’s Mill, which is 
asmall setticment of a half hundred country 
folk. That was the day set for the letting off 
of the mill pond, and the country people 
looked forward to a big time in an immense 
fish fry. 

Wednesday they began arriving in the vi- 
cinity of the pond, which covers an area of 
above three hundred acres. Wednesday night 
sveralhundred people from the far corners 
oi ine county had reached the place and were 
camped in readiness for the fun of the follow- 
ing day. : 

The people were mostly in high humor, and 
the evening and night were passed in prepara- 
tions for the raid on the finny inhabitants of 
the pond next day. 

Fayette hasbeen «a prohibition county since 
52, but such fish fries don’t often happen, and 
to make it more merry, there must of course be 
an abundance of liquor turned loose ainong the 
fishers. A half dozen blind tigers glared from 
the thickets before Thursday’s sun rose, and 
it is upon these unlawful dispensations that 
the greatest part of the responsi- 
bility for the bloody riot rests. 

COMMENCEMENT OF THE FIGHTING. 

The lines of battle were marked out 
Wednesday night. A skirmish was fought 
then by moonlight, but the pitched charge 
did not occur until about 1 o’clock the next 
Tay. 

Wednesday night a couple of young white 
nen, farmers who had come from quite a dis- 
tance to be early birds at the fish fry, visited 
the house 6f a disreputable negro woman in 
the neighborhod of the mill pond. They were 
drinking some, and when a crowd of negro 
men came upon them there, a row resulted. 

The white mon got the worst of the encoun- 
tr, and, ii seeins, went ‘off to get reinforce- 
ments, but when they returned to the woman’s 
house the negroes were gone. They had got- 
ten wind of the inicution of the whites to be 
revenged/for the injuries they had received, 
and soo they! word passed through the 
Settlenjent and surrounding country. 

The y¥ passed among the negroes was for 
theth to bring their weapons to the inill 
pond the next day, prepared to resist any at- 
tack of thé whites, which they anticipated to 
follow asa consequence of the night’s affair. 

THEY BROUGHT THEIR GUNS. 

According!y Thursday morning negroes with 
guns of all sizes and styles began collecting 
along on the bank of the pond in the neigh 
borhood of a sinail store kept by Tom Hastings,

him. McElwany, after a tussel, sneceeded in 
getting Williams’s pistol, and carrying it off. 

This incident made the negroes’ more bois- 
terous, and in a short while, a man who was 
on the ground selling drinks, came to McEl- 
wany and asked that he return the pistol to 
the negro from whom he had taken it. The 
man said if this was done the negroes would 
behave themselves. 

McElwany gave up the pistol and it. was 
soon back in the hands of Williams. 

Very soon after this, Williams became more 
violent and obnoxious than ever. Going toa 
crowd of negroes gathered in a chunp of trees, 
some distance above the main crowd of white 
people, on a hillside, he secured a gun. With 
this and his pistol, brandishing both in the air 
and shouting defiance at the white men below, 
he started at a quick pace toward them, Jack 
McElwany, who had taken the pistol away 
from him, being one of the crowd of white 


Jim Scott, another negro, ran after Wil- 
iiams and appeared to be trying to induce him 
to cease his swearing and threats. 

When within about forty yards of the white 
men, Williams stopped, and shouting some 
insulting words at them, and singling out 
McElwany, threw his gun up to his shoulder. 

Ahnost simultaneously two shots rang 
out. One was fired by the 
negro and the other come from 
McElwany’s gun. <A half dozen white men 
were struck with the shot from Williams’s gun. 
both negroes started back toward = their 
friends, and in less time than it takes to write 
it, & regalar volley was being poured into the 
whites from shotguns by the negroes on the 
hill, and returned by them as best they could, 
with pistols. 

INSTANTLY KILLED. 

The noise of the shooting attracted others 
from distant parts of the pond. 

One of those who rushed upon the scene 
while the fighting was thickest was John 
Harrison, a young white man. When he 
reached the place, his eyes met a sight that 
was well calculated to horrify anybody. Lying 
on the ground beside each other were his fa- 
ther and his brother. Both were bleeding 
freely from gunshot wounds, 

Harrison became desperate, and pointing 
his gun at Harrison Hastings, the first negro 
he saw, believing him to be one of those” who 
probably wounded his father and brother, he 
discharged a load of shot in to his head. 

Hastings fell to the ground a corpse without 
agroan. It afterwards appeared that he had 
nothing to do with the fighting, and was try- 
ing to getaway from it when the fatal shot 
was fired at him. This was the evidence be. 
fore the coroner’s jury. 

GATHERING UP THE WOUNDED. 

After the firing ceased wounded men were 
lying all over the field. The negroes who 
were able to do so took to the woods, 
and it is impossible to tell just how many 
were shot. 

The names of the white men have already 
been given. Those who were seriously hurt 
were provided with easy conveyance and 
carried home. 

Hastings, the neero killed outright, was 
carried to his home in the settlement of Starr’s 
mill, and remained there until after the in- 
quest yesterday. 

Anderson Williams and Jim 
wounds were serious, also lived in the settle- 
smment. They were taken to their homes and 
doctors at onee sent for. 

Marshall Cox, one of the white men whose 
wounds are most serious, was seen today at 
his home, fonr miles south of this place. 
He was in bed, attended by a physician, who 
pronounces him in a bad fix. Cox is consid- 
erably swoilen up, both in body and 
face, from the shot he carries. 
His left: eye, which was pierced 
by two squirrel shot, is  lacerated 
terribly, and the right side of his neck just. 
below and behind his ear is riddled with lead. 
His arm and chest are also torn by the shot. 
Cox is an unmarried man. 

Jack McElwany was piercedjby ninety-eight 
shot, some of which were taken out today. He 
isinadangerous condition but the doctors 
have good hopes for his recovery. McElwany 
has a wife and six chiidren. 

THE INQUEST TODAY. 

Early this morning Coroner Speight em- 
paneled a jury and began investigating the 
death of Harrison Hastings. 

Several hundred people gathered to witness 
the investigation, and among the negroes a 
great deal of bad feeling existed. Another 
outbreak was feared at.one time, but the ne- 
groes finally dispersed without any more vio- 
lence than sullen looks and whispered confer- 
ences. 

A verdict, charging John Harris with the 
unlawfal killing of Harrison Hastings, was 
finally arrived. at. Immediately a warrant 
was sworn out and put in the sheriff’s hands, 
but so far Harris has not been arrested. 

The verdict rendered on the investigation of 
Anderson Williams’ death, stated that he was 
killed by a pistol shot fired by the hand of an 
unknown party. 

Williams was regarded as abad charac- 
ter, and the community feels that it will be 
about as well off without him. Hastings and 
Williams both leave families. 

MUCH EXCITEMENT, 

All day today the riot was the prevailing 
topic of conversation in Fayetteville. The 
local election and everything else was swal- 
lowed up in talk about the wounded men and 
the bloody conflict. 

The town was alive with country people, 
and occasional rumors ofa new outbreak at 
the mills created high excitement. The 
negroes have been very quiet today, and it is 
thought that now there is no danger of a re- 
newal of the riot. 

The prevailing sentiment among all classes 
is that the negroes received no more than 


their just deserts, though the killing of Hast-. 


ings, who was an inoffensive, well behaved 
negro, is deplored. Ep. M. DURANT.

THE FORCE BILL IN THE SENATE. 


The Republicans Determined to Pass the 
Bill This Session, and They Will Make 
it a Test of Physical Endurance. 


Wasuineton, July 11.—{Special.]—‘‘The 
national election law bill will be passed by the 
senate befdre this session of congress adjourns. 
You may rely upon this.’”’” The aboye wag 
spoken by Senator Spooner this afternoon, in 
reply toa question. As to the methods by 
which it is to pass, he would not express an 
opinion, for, indeed, they have not been de- 
termined upon. Senater Spooner will have 
the bill in charge in the senate, and he prob- 
ably knows whereof he speaks. 

The fact that the republican senatorial cancus 
reached no agreement last nightis of no par- 
ticular significance. Two-thirds of the sena- 
tors present favored the passage of the force 
bill, and it was evident that every one would 
came in line at the proper time. 

HOW SHALL IT BE DONE? 

The question which is now agitating the 
minds of the republican senators is. how shall 
the bill be passed? Shall the rules be changed, 
or shall the fight be one of physical endurance ? 


The first impulse of Senator Spooner and other 


leaders was to pledge forty-three of the repub- 
lican senators to remain in the senate chamber 
until a vote could be had without changing the 
rules, tomake the fight one of endurance. 
They haye, however, inet with much difficulty 
in getting the old senators to agree-to remain 
up at nights, and the chances now seem to favor 
a slight change of the rules, enough to have a 
motion put to the senate and voted 
on without debate—that the vote on 
the bill slall be taken at a_ certain 
hour, on a certain day. However, this has not 
been decided upon, but it is quite evident that 
some means by which the bill can be rushed 
through, within three or four weeks’ time, will 
be devised, and it will become a law before 
this session of congress is at an end. But it 
will not be the Lodge bill which passed the 
house that will pass the senate. All the re- 
publican members of the committee on elec- 
tions are opposed to that bill, and Senators 
Hoar and Spooner are already at work on a 
substitute measure. However, it will be just 
as iniquitous as the Lodge bill, and of course 
the house will accept it. It will probably be 
something on the order of the Hoar bill, which 
has been pending before the senate all this 
session. 
ANOTHER REPUBLICAN CAUCUS, 

The republican senators will caucus again 
either tomorrow or Monday night, and then it 
will be decided exactly how the bill shall be 
passed,and when. The fact that the senate 
will pass the bill is attributable, in a large 
measure, to Reed. He and the president, 
backed up by the congressional committee and 
Quay’s national committee, are indeed én- 
caced in concerted action to dragoon the sen- 
ate into forcing through the bill ina very short 
time, and are also engaged in attemping to 
force public opinion in the north into favoring 
the bill. 

IT WAS WRITTEN BY REED, 

The letter addressed to republican editors 
by Congressman Belden, which was really pre- 
pared and sent out by Tom Reed, is one of 
their plans of action. “They also have others, 
which they will soon spring, but there is no 
use now, for Reed has already captured the 
senate, and willrun it to suit himself. Reed 
is, indeed, the master politician of America. 
He is the most perfect type of the bulldozer 
and tyrant, but he has proven successful to 
date in everything that he has undertaken. 

The conference report on the silver bill was 
sprung upon the house this afternoon without 
amoment’s warning, and Conger and Reed 
attempted to rush it through without debate. 
However, the’democrats headed them off by 
the abseuce ofa quorum on the motion for the 
previous question, and forced them to allow 
debates. 

The bill is now before the house. It will 
be debated until 4 o'clock tomorrow afternoon, 
when the vote will be taken. It is the same 
that pagsed the senate yesterday afternoon. It 
will pass tomorrow, and the vote will prob- 
ably be strictly a party one.

THE TWO METALS. 


Senator Teller Introduces a Resolution to 
Have a Conference on Gold and Silver. 
WASHINGTON, July 11.—In the senate Mr. 

Teller introduced a joint resolution declaring 

it to be the determined policy of the United 

States government to use both gold and silver 

as full legal tender money, and instructing 

the president to invite the governments of 

Latin union countries, and of such other na- 

tions as he may deem advisable, +o join the 

United States in a conference to adopt a com- 

mon ratio between gold and silver, for the 

purpose of establishing internationally the 
use Of metallic money, and _ securing 

a fixity of relative value between these 

metals. The conference is to be held 

at such place as may be mu- 
tually agreed upon by the executives 
of the governments joining in it, 
and when, in the judgment of the president of 
the United States, a sufficient number of 
nations shall have entered into such interna- 
tional arrangements, he shalldeclare the ratio 
so fixed to be the existing ratio in the United 

States. The presidentis to appoint not less 

than three nor more than five commissioners 

to attend such conference on the part of the 

United States, and who are to receive $2,500 

and their reasonable expenses. 

The joint resolution was referred to the 
finance committee. 

The senate then took up the senate bill to 
establish a United States land court, and to 
provide for the settlement of private land 
claims in New Mexico, Wyoming, Arizona, 
Utah, Nevada and Colorado, such claims 
being by virtue of Spanish or Mexican rights. 

THE SHIPPING BILLS. 

The bill was discussed until 2 o’clock, when 
the shipping bills were in order as “‘unfinished 
business,’’ and Mr. Gibson addressed the sen- 
ate. He argued against the proposed subsidies 
for ships, but in favor of moderate postal sub- 
sidies. Hespoke of the importance of estab- 
lishing a line of steamships to trade with the 
Congo country; of building a government dry 
dock at New Orleans, and of reforming the 
tariff by admitting commodities from the South 
American states at lower rates of duties. But 
there was nothing, he said, more destructive 
of the shipping interests than an attempt to 
tax farmers ‘and producers of the 
in order to supply bounties for ship- 
builders.

This free trade question is a 
dangerous one to handle, and if it should win in 
1392 it would cause great distress throughout the 
land, something never experienced by the*Ameri- 
can people.

A BOY HANGED 


FOR THE 


MURDER OF HIS STEP- 
MOTHER. 


HOW THE CRIME WAS COMMITTED. 


Execution of the Murderer Yesterday—A 
Hanging in Birmingham Yesterday. 
Criminal News Generally. 


Cotumest, §. C., Jaly 11.—[{Special.|—Arm- 
stead Jenes, colored, was hanged in Orange- 
burg today. He was one of the youngest per- 
sons ever hanged in this state. His age was 
given by himself as sixteen years, but others 
reported him as seventeen. Armstead Jones 
was hanged for the cold blooded and delib- 
erate assassination of his stepmother. The mur- 
der was committed last February. Armstead 
and his younger brother, Jesine, a thirteen 
year old boy, quarreled with their step- 
mother ®bout some’ trivial matter, probably 
because their share of provisions was not as 
large as they considered proper. They con- 
ferred together, and decided toget their 
father’s wife out of the way. Armstead pro- 
cured an old gun, which was heavily loaded, 
and one evening, just before they expected 
their stepmother to go to the spring for water, 
they secreted themselves in the vicinity 
behind some bushes. When Mrs. Jones made 
her appearance, Armstead took deadly aim 
and fired. The woman was instantly killed, 
and the brothers attempted to hide the. body, 
but when the crime was discovered they con- 
fessed. They were both convicted and sen- 
tenced to death, but Jesine being recom- 
mended to mercy by the jury, had his sen- 
tence commuted to ten years’ imprisonment by 
the governof. 

Armstead Jones ate a good supper last 
night, slept very soundly, and this morning 
ordered and consumed a large and substantial

“GOOD BYE, WORLD.” 


The Execution of Alfred Cooper in Bir- 
mingham Yesterday. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July oR grag 
Alfred Cooper, colored, was hanged in the 
jail yard at 12:45 today. He tried to meet 
death bravely, but failed, his nerves giving 
way at the last moment, so much so that he 
could not stand, andhad to be supported on 
the scaffold while the noose wasadjusted. He 
smoked a cigarette on the scaffold until the 
black cap was drawn over his face. He con- 
fessed his guilt, and said he was ready to die. 
His fast words were: ‘‘Good bye, worid; you 
are no friend of mine.’’ Cooper’s neck was 
not broken, and he died of strangulation gn 
fourteen minutes. The crime for which he 
was executed was the unprovoked murder of 
Jeff Googan, colored, committed last Febru- 
ary. 


His Neck Did Not Break. 

New ORLEANS, July 11.—William Johnson, 
colored, who murdered his paramour, Octavia 
Dillon, alias Mary Banks, on the second of 
April last, was hanged today in the parish 
prison, this city. The drop fell at 12:22. The 
neck of the victim not being broken he died 
of strangulation, and at 12:45 was pronounced 
dead and the body cut down. 


THE LAST DAY 


Of the National Teachers’ Association at 
St. Paul. 

Sr. Paut, July 11.---When the fourth session 
of the thirty-fifth annual convention of the 
National Educational association opened, Dr. 
Hewitt, of Ohio, arose on a question of privi- 
lege to deny a published statement regarding 
his candidacy for the presidency. It has been 
reported that he would have taken the office 
if given him, and eonsiderable feeling was ex- 
pressed against the action of the nominations 
committee, in choosing for president one 
whose connection with the association was 
considered as comparatively recent. This 
matter was said to be about to create a fight 
in the association, and so it proved. After 
Dr. Hewitt’s statement the matter was staved 
off fora few minutes by John Hancock, of 
Ohio, offering a resolution endorsing compul- 
sory education, which was referred to the com- 
mittee on resolutions. Alexandér Forbes, of 
Lilinois, then got the floor on a question of 
privilege, and read from the constitution of 
the association to prove that the method of 
election of officers had been illegal and was, 
therefore, null and void. Hoe offered a series 
of resolutions setting forth this statement and 
moved that an election of officers be now held. 

H's motion was immediately seconded. He 
spoke in favor of it, claiming that proper and 
legal methods were necessary for the strength 
and continued prosperity of the association, 
His speech was heartily applauded. 

President Canfield said he wished to make a 
statement, and explained thatthe present con- 
stitution had been adopted for a small body 
and was in many ways unsuitable for the 
greatly augmented numbers of the present or- 
ganization. 

For the reasons given he declared that the 
motion and resolutions were out of order. 

Mr. Hardy, of Arizona, who had seconded 
Mr. Forbes’s motion, appealed from-the decis- 
ion of the chair, but President Canfield refused 
to hear the appeal, and his decision was 
greeted with combined applause and hisses. 

The chair called immediately for the report 
of the president of the educational council, 
and the matter was dropped for the session, 
and probabiy for the meeting. 

Tonight’s session closed the series. Profes- 
sor J. M. Baker, of Colorado, presented the re- 
port of the committee on resolutions. They 
favor mora! training in public schools, recom- 
mend an investigation of White Cross League 
literature, endorse the American Humane so- 
ciety, advocate the teaching of the ethics of 
0litics, approve compulsory education to a 
imited extent, commend United States Com- 
missioner Morgan’s plan for Indian school 
lands, endorse land grants for colleges, 
demand the repeal of _ all import 
duties on books, express satisfaction with the 
wonderful growth of the national educational 
association; return tnanks to thestate of Min- 
nesota, the city and citizens of St. Paul, 
and all who have so cordially and heartily and 
successfully entertained the convention; and 
praise the officers and those railroads that 
aided in the success of the convention. 

A resolution highly complimentary to Pres- 
ident Canfield was carried with great applause. 
Resolutions regarding spelling reform had 
been handed to the committee and at their re- 
quest a special committee was appointed to 
consider it and report next year. 

The race problem was the subject for the 
evening, and the first address was by Hon. A. 
S. Gunby, judge of the Louisiana court of a 
peals. In course of his address Judge Gunby 
said that his solution of the race problem was 
the education of the negro, and suffrage based 
on an educational qualification.

It was authorized to pre- 
pare and issue an address to the democratic 
party of South Carolina, setting forth the dan- 
gers now confronting that party, and the 
necessity for organization, which is the only 
guarantee of white supremacy. 

The convention was moderate, and it is evi- 
dent that much depends upon the action of the 
convention to meet next month. Ifa ticket 
is nominated then by Tillman’s party, they 
will place themselves out of the regular de- 
mocracy, and further action will be taken. 

Among the members of the convention were 
Chancellor Johnson, General Hagood, ex- 
governor of the state; John C. Sheppard, ex- 
governor; General Levy F. Young, ex-United 
States district attorney; Colonel A. C. Has- 
kell,ex-judge of the state superior court ; Colo- 
nel Joseph W. Barnwell, General Kennedy, 
éx-minister to China, and many others of the 
most representative men of the state. It was 
the finest body of men ever gathered here.

A short time ago Secretary L. A. Gilbert, of 
the Maine board of agriculture, delivered an 
address, in which he strongly deprecated the 
depopulation of the farms and falling value of 
farm property, and drew a picture which has 
ever since made him the object of the most 


bitter attacks from the state republican press.“ 


The census, however, is showing Mr. Gil. 
bert’s statements to have been true, and the 
vigorous denunciation of his address is ceasing. 

Eveninthe smaller towns, where there is 
manufacturing, the gain in population is far 
from meeting expectations, but the larger 
laces like Dexter, Dover and Foxcroft have 
ivi growing steadily. 

The best showing in the state has been made 
by Oldtown, which, with a population of 3,595 
in 1880, has gained about 200, or almost ag 
much as Bangor, with its 20,000 people. This 
is due to new manufacturing enterprises.

PUTNAM SPRING. 
A Few Days at an Old Georgia Ke- 
o 


Putnam Spring isa small, hollowed rock, 
holding half agallon. The water has a pecu- 
liarly fine combination. of chalybeate, mag- 
nesia_and sulphur properties, and is said to be 
the finest in the state. The spring is on the 
farm of Dr. Henry DeJarnette, in east Put- 
nam county, near Oconee river, which is the 
line between Hancock and Putnam counties. 
The grove about the spring, covering about 
four acres, is beautiful. The white oak, pine, 
poplar, hickory and sweetgum are well repre- 
sented in this wood. There are at present 
about a dozen wooden ‘‘tents,”’ such as are 
usually found at camp grounds, for the accom- 
modation of visitors. They were built by 

arties who visit the spring annually. There 
is no hotel. Visitors whoremain come with 
their camping outfits, and have their own way 
as tu fare without grumbling. There is no 
effort at fashion. Just a plain, 
old fashioned style of camping 
out and = doin as they please seems 
to be the rulingidea. This freedom and the ex- 
cellent mineral water make up tho difference 
between the Putnam spring and the usual 
Georgia summer resort, with its stuffy hotel, 
ordinary fare, waiters scuffling about, and other 
objectionable features. 

At present the spring is the rendezvous of 
the Red Billy aut, who are mont two 
weeks resting from their labors, after securing 
by their diligent work and their excellent can- 
didate the safe nomination of Hon. William J. 
Northen, of Hancock, for governor of Georgia, 
at the convention to be held in August. Hon. 
Tom Hunt, Judge F. L. Little, Messrs. Robert 
M. Grimes, Eweride Culver, William F. Little, 
Sid B Simmons and Kyle Alfriend make up 
the delegation from the Red Billy club ap- 
pointed to rest and get rested for the whole 
club. They claim an affectionate reference to 
the next governor in the name of the club, 
Red Billy, but they allow none but their own 
members to refer to. him as such. 

The camp life of this party is very interest- 
ing. First of all every one must drink large 
draughts of the excellent spring water, then 
after breakfast all hands gotothe Oconee river 
to fish forchannel cats, or squealers as these fish 
are sometimes called; then dinner, mineral 
water, fishing or hunting, reading or whist, 
sleeping or preventing others, so the afternoon 
wears on until about 5 o’clock, a plunge in the 
Oconee finishes the labor of the resters. After 
supper the melodious voice of the valiant Hunt, 
leading the others in song, sounds out on the 
night. He can sing with such vigor the good 
old songs that one can well listen and go back 
to the days held so dear. 

Inthe old time, Putnam spring held its 
place among Georgia resorts. Many a sum- 
mer there were two hundred guests collected 
to enjoy the gaiety and pleasure of the season, 
and derive benefit from the healing waters of 
the spring. Hancock, Putnam and Greene 
and Wilkes counties centributed the beaux 
and belles to brighten the list of visitors. 
There were tents owned by the leading fami- 
lies who entertained as only the middle Geor- 
Spe ean. Among them were the families of 

Iarper, Whitten, Toombs, Reid, Grimes, Den- 
nis, DeJarnette, Lewis, Watson and many 
others. Hereinthe shade bythe waters of 
the spring on the banks of the noble Oconee, 
in the woods on the old red hills, they danced 
and rambled, talked politics and love, dis- 
cussed matters material or immaterial the 
summer long. 

Some of the fun the boys used to have con- 
sisted of the rivalry between two factions at 
Putnam Spring. They were known as the 
Racks and the Watsons. It was customary to 
require each visitor to state upon his arrival 
which he would be, a ‘“‘Rack”’ or a ‘‘ Watson ;” 
upon his decision the opposite faction would 
endeavor to initiate him in a way peculiarly 
itsown, and his. chosen party would defend 
him. Many astruggle did they have, never 
amounting toa pitched battle, but a sort of 
general engagement in trial of each others’ 
muscle, wrestling, boxing or running, with 
blows given and taken without enmity, except 
that ‘‘the Racks are on top,” or ‘‘the Watsons 
rule,’’ as the case might have been.

The committee, accompanied by many other 
citizens, including Sheriff J. J. Cortand a 
large crowd of negroes, started out in search of 
the supposed dead negro. They scoured the 
woods for several miles, searched the mill ponde 
of ‘H. L. Spencer and G. A. Gibson, bus 
nothing could be found: The searching party 
returned to town abont 12 o’clock, hot and 
tired. Thisevening a negro narnied Albert 
Herring informed the investigating committee 
that Jim Harman came to his house last night 
between 12 and 1 o’clock and stated that a 
crowd of men took him from the calaboose 
last night, carried him in the woods south of 
the Georgia railroad, several of whom Es: 
ceeded to cut sprouts for the purpose of whip- 
ping him, while one of the party hit him 
two blows.

We have a 
glowing example before us, which shall be 
reprodaced for the benefit of our readers: 

The Georgia republicans, in deciding not to put 
a state ticket in the field because of the impossi- 
bility of obtaining a free vote and fair count, 
merely recognize a condition of things which the 
fiaures of recent canvasses made known to the 
whole country, and conduct themselves accord- 
ingly. This is a disgraceful situation for the com- 
monweaith which has aspired to the honor of 
being considered the empire state of the south, 
and tells seriously against it in a social and busi- 
né&s way. Georgia pays a high price for the luxury 
of bourbon domination. 
wi We suppose that every schoolboy. ought 
to know that the white voters in Geor- 
gia largely outnumber the black, and that 
the democrats have a large majority over the 
republicans of both races. A schoolboy 
might be excused for not knowing this fact, 
but there is no excuse for such ignorance in 
@ grown person who has the responsibilities 
of a newspaper on his shoulders. 

It isto be feared, however, that Editor 
McCullagh lacks the convenient and reason- 
able excuse of ignorance. We are inclined 
to think that his paragraph, instead of being 
a blunder, is a willful misrepresentation of 
facts. But, since it is printed and given to 
the public, it is to be hoped that the editor 
will follow it up with a breezy essay on ‘‘The 
Value of Outright Lying in an Off Year.”’

Census Complaints. 

Mr. Robert P. Porter’s census is already 
discredited. From all parts of the country 
complaints are flowing in so steadily that it 
is difficult not to believe that a. measured and 
deliberate effort has been made to do the 
work as loosely and ineffectually as possible. 

We need not allude to the complaints 
from the south, for it is generally under- 
stood that the republican policy was to 
make a botch of the census in this section. 
This policy has not manifested itself so 
plainly in the cities and larger towns as in 
the rural regions, but it seems~-elear that 
‘he enumerators in the south have been 
given to understand that any omissions they 
might make would not be charged against 
them. We have had intimations to the 
effect that the enumeration of the popula- 
tion in the country districts in the south has 
been far from accurate. 

In South Carolina it is said that an en- 
tire town has been left out of the census, 
and the reason given is a very queer one. 
A democratic enumerator was appointed, 
and was going on with his work, but before 
he could complete it an inkling of his pol- 
itics got to the ears of Mr. Robert P. Porter, 
and he was removed and ordered to turn his 
books over to the republican who had been 
his competitor for the place. The republi- 
can, however, got on a high horse, refused 
to take the place, and the census of the 
town has never been taken. Here partisan- 
ship did its perfect work. It would be in- 
teresting to know if the republican enumer- 
. ator received pay for refusing to take the 
census of the town. 

In Louisiana there are complaints in some 
of the parishes of inadequate enumeration, 
but there is nothing sectional in the protests 
that appear in the newspapers. They cover 
the whole country. In San Francisco it is 


said the report has been padded. In Den- 
ver the citizens are paying fora new enu- 
meration, and this is true of certain districts 


in St. Louis. In Albany the charge is made 
that thousands of people have been missed 
entirely. ‘There is the same complaint in 
Philadelphia, and in Boston the people be- 
lieve that at least 30,000 names have been 
left out of the enumeration. 

And so it goes. A census taken under 
the direction of a rank partisan cannot have 
the confidence of the people. 


A Cruel Jokev 

The New: York Evening Sun prints a col- 
wmn and a half account of a sensational 
affair at North Stamford, Conneeticut. 

It appears that the Rev. Ruel Hopkins, a 
Baptist minister and leading prohibitionist, 
was courting Miss Nash, the daughter of a 
wealthy wholesale liquor dealer. The young 
lady was ready enough to marry hem lover, 
but. her father swore that she should marry 
no ranting prohibitionist who would teach 
her to despise her parent on account of his 
business. Moreover, Mr. Nash favored the

So matters stood, when a few days ago 
the first watermelon arrived in North Stam- 
ford. Mr. Hopkins had already spoken for 
it, but old man Nash und Hendrix got hold 
of it first and took it into a back room, 
where they monkeyed with it for some time. 
They plugged the melon, and poured into it 
little by little a quart of champagne, Then 
they put it in the ice box. 

Later in the day Mr. Hopkins came along 
and carried the melon off, saying that he in- 
tended to eat the whole of it himself, as he 
knew of nothing more refreshing. He fur- 
thermore said that he did not see how any 
man could buy liquor when almost the same 
money would purchase a melon. 

That night old man Nash did not go duwn 
to his store, but sat on the piazza with his 
daughter. Mr, Hendrix alsocame along and 
took a seat with them. Suddenly an extra- 
erdinary spectacle was seen, The Rey.

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| and, although it brought Mr. 


Hopkins came down the street apparently 
twisted by a heavy gale. He ran rapidly up 
the front walk and halting at the steps said 
in a bland way, ‘‘Whazzer mazzer?’’ Then 
seeing Mr. Hendrix seated by Miss Nash, 
he rushed up the steps and shook his fist at 
him. 

In reply to a question from the young lady 
Mr. Hopkins said: “I just came around 
because I feel so good. 1 feel so bully that, 
by gol, if I felt any better I b’lieve I 
couldn’t shtand it!’ 3 

Miss Nash fled shrinking into the house, 
and Mr. Hopkins after making vague allu- 
sions to setting them up, was conducted to 
his residence, where he soon dropped into @ 
deep slumber. 

But the serious part of the story is to 
come. The next day, while Mr. Hendrix 
was drawing a glass of soda water in his 
drug store, the Rev. Mr. Hopkins walked in 
and sailed into him with an umbrella. The 
two then clinched and fought until they 
were separated. Hendrix preferred a charge 
of assault and battery against Hopkins, but 
some of the facts of the case leaked out, 
and, while public opinion is divided, it is 
thought that the matter will never come up 
in court. The good people of North Stam- 
ford say that it was clearly a put up job, 
Hopkins into 
the most scandalous notoriety, they feel it 
their duty under the. circumstances to stand 
by him, 

All is well that ends well. Old Man Nash 
and Hendrix have pwplic sentiment against 
them at present, and if Mr, Hopkins is any- 
thing of a man he will walk off with pretty 
Miss Nash without delay. 
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The Force and Fraud Bill, 

The St. Louis Republican centinues to re- 
mark, in discussing the force and fraud bill, 
that ‘‘the south can stand it.’’ That is true 
enough, but the south doesn’t want to st@nd 
it. The south has stood and can stand a 
good many things suggested by the fanati- 
cism and tyranny of the republicans. The 
south stood the reconstruction programme 
of the radicals, but no man can say that this 
section is any better off for that experience. 
It struck a blow at every materia] interest of 
the whites and blacks, aroused race preju- 
dice, and turned the entire section over. to 
confusion and disorder, 

The new force and fraud bjll will be just 
as deadly in its effects as the reconstruction 
laws. It willrenew with dangerous inten- 
sity the strife between the races; it will re- 
tard the progress of the south, and tempo- 
rarily destroy its prosperity; it will place a 
tremendous obstacle in the way of the 
progress of the negro race, : 

The south can stand it, but we assure our 
St. Louis contemporary that the south 
doesn’t want to stand it.

The Tribune’s Vision. 

The New York Tribune, which is now en- 
gaged in vociferously calling a halt to repub- 
lican extrayagance in dealing with the 
money of the people, has made the interest- 
ing discovery that more than a hundred 
clerks employed in the pension bureau have 
already applied for pensions under the new 
law, which provides pensions for those who 
are unable to earn a support. 

‘“Many of these thoughtful but enterpris- 
ing patriots,’’ remarks the highly indignant 
Tribune, ‘‘are, it is true, already drawing 
comfortable salaries from the treasury of the 
United States—salaries much larger, in fact, 
than they have ever earned in their lives be- 
fore, or would be able to earn if they were 
relegated to the shadows of private life, but 
with an eye single to the prompt repletion 
of their respective wallets, they rush gal- 
lantly to the charge upon the public crib to 
pick up such unconsidered trifles as a pen- 
sion of $12 per month, with an unchastened 
ardor worthy of the stirring days of 1861.”’ 

The extent of the Tribune’s indignatiou 
is shown by the fact that in one violefit sen- 
tence it writes itself and its readers out of 
breath, coming to the grand and gloomy 
Climax with a dull Evartsian thud that is 
quite refreshing. 

The Tribune has evidently dreamed 
dreams and beheld visions. The surplus 
has disappeared, and in its place is a hole 
in the ground where a deficit has been 
planted. Neurished by republican corrup- 
tion and extravagance, the deficit will grow 
and flourish. This is the vision the Tri- 
bune has seen.

When he got on his feet 
again he went to work building railroads, 
factories and blast furnaces. rap 

Through it all he was cheerful and plucky, 
He traded with his old enemies, shook hands 
with them at their reunions, and gave them 
a ready welcome when they visited the 
south. He paid his share of the pensions to 
northern soldiers, submitted to oppressive 
legislation, and manfully responded to every 
demand growing out of the duties of citizen- 
ship. 

There is no more unique figure in all his- 
tory than this vasquished soldier patiently 
repairing his broken fortunes and submit- 
ting to insult and injury for the dake of 


gray had shirked his duties to sulk in his 
tent.

Making Our Own Rain. 

Senator Farwell is determined that his 
western constituents shall have their share 
of weather. 

The senator is not wasting his time on 
ordinary legislation. He has boldly asked 
the agricu!tural department to undertake the 
manufacture of artificial rain, and has put 
an itemin the appropriation bill devoting 
$2,000 to that object. 

Senator Farwell says that we can prevent 
droughts, and regularly supply the farmers 
with all the rain they need for their crops. 
Knowing that rain storms follow the artillery 
firing of a battle, his idea is to send up small 
balloons and explode twenty-five pound car- 
tridges of dynamite. Secretary Rusk he- 
lieves in the scheme, and it will shortly be 
tried in western Kansas. 

Now, this is genuine progress. When we 
get to the point where we can make our own 
rain at pleasure this will be an ideal farming 
country. 

A statesman of Senator Farwell’s. origin- 
ality is not likely to remain idle. We shall 
probably hear before long that he is ex- 
perimenting in the matter of cool waves, 
The thing to do is to turn over the weather 
bdreau to him with an ample appropriation, 
and turn him loese. He might. prove to be 
an utter failure, but then, on. the other 
hand, he might revolutionize the climate in 
the hot and dry regions of the country. By 
all means give him a chance.

Brave Fight of Two Molus River Matrons, 
Beth Unhurt. 


Vanceporo, Me., July 11.—There is still a 
little of the old time pioneer spirit to be found 
among the women of the present day who live 
in the sparsely settled regions in this section. 

It has cropped out no more plainly than ina 
thrilling incident at Molus River, a provincial 
town, a few nights since, in which two women 
were the heroines. Roderick McDonald, who 
lives in one of the remote parts of the settle- 
ment, was absent from home, leaving his wife 
and sister as the sole defenders of his house- 
hold, and most successfully did they show that 
they were able to cope with the task. 

Just at dusk the two women, who were 
busy about their houschold duties, were sud- 
denly attracted by a bellowing among the cat- 
tle in the barnyard. They listened for a mo- 
ment and were convinced that the noises were 
those of terror among the animals. 

Without the slightest hesitation, the women 
armed themselves with the only weapons at 
hand, an ax aud a pftehfork, and sallied forth 
to meet the foe, anda most formidable oppo- 
nent they found. 

Only a few steps had been taken before they 
saw an enormous black bear, who stood ag- 
gressively awaiting them. At either side of 
him lay an ox, which had fallen under his 
heavy blows, while the rest of the cattle were 
huddled closely in one corner of the yard, bel- 
lowing piteously in their fright. The women 
lost no time. 

Mrs. McDonald, excited at the sight of the 
dead animals, rushed at the bear with a pitch- 
fork and thrust it deep into his neck. <A roar 
of ntingled ahger and pain followed, and with 
a sweep of his paw he struck the weapon from 
her hands and sent it rattling on the other 
side of the yard, 

The other woman had not been idle in the 
meantime, and as the bear made this move- 
ment she struck at him with an ax, disabling 
one of his forelegs. Mrs. McDonald ran* for 
her pitchfork, recovered it, and the two plucky 
women then went at. bruin hammer and tongs.

“If George W. Scott & Co. and other fertil- 
izer manutacturers should limit their produc- 
tion, the farmers would economize, use half 
the usual quantity and the price of the fertil- 
izer would drop when the year’s product was 
put on the market. Wecan’t carry the crop 
of 1890 into 1891. The rise is exactly what the 
speculator makes by holding it until the mar- 
ket wantsit. Isn’t the farmer as much en- 
tilled to thatas anybody? That’s no corner. 

“If the farmer can carry that cotton himself 
he can carry it cheaper than anybody else. 
That’s all we propose to do. Y¥et the judge 
makes a terrible fuss about locking up the pro- 
visions of the country. 

“The judge says he won’t vote for anything 
that raises the price of corn on the poor widow 
woman. He forgot that he voted for the silver 
bill and corn jumped six cents. Cotton jumped 
half a cent. I tell you cheap money will 
have its effect. The judge voted to put six 
cents more on these poor widow women. Oh, 
judge, consistency is a jewel!’ 

Colonel Livingston said that after passing 
the St. Louis resolution they wanted four 
months and a half to get Judge Stewart and 
Mr. Turner and the _ rest ®to repeal 
that national banking law, and when 
they failed to do it, then they put in that 
clause toextend the same privileges to the 
farmers. He declared himse!f in favor of high 
prices, because the masses never do well un- 


‘*The judge proposes to have relief when we 
get something better,’ said he. ‘‘We propose 
to have it now. That's the difference between 
us, Hesays they can take away the charter 
from these banks. I say you can’t. We dif- 
rer and I think I am as good a lawyer as the 
judge on that proposition.”’ 

Here he referred to Judge Stewart's deeision 
that the legislature could not break a contract 
ithad made with a penitentiary company.

A Loaded Introduction. 


Mr. John Stewart,a lawyer, and ex-ordi- 
nary of DeKalb, who introduced Judge Stew- 
art, took the audience by surprise. -He ap- 
peared to be loaded, and delivered his fire as 
follows: 

“IT am somewhat surprised at Colonel Liv- 
ingston. He saysthere is no difference be- 
tween him and Judge Stewart, except on the 
money question.’ 

‘If you are going to make an argument, I’ll 
reply,”” said Colonel Livingston. 

‘‘T am not going to make anargument,” said 
Mr. Stewart, but he kept on saying things. 

“The main difference between Colonel Liv- 
ingston and my friend, Judge Stewart, is this: 
Livingston isin the ailiance. Stewart can’t 
get there. Stewart isin congress and Living- 
ston wants to get there. Well, he may go. 
If he does, I believe he will make us a good 
representative. [Applause.| I want to say 
further--’’ 

And the say-further was a five-minute argu- 
ment against the subtreasary bill. ‘Phen h4 
introduced Judge Stewart, who said he would 
give Colonel Livingston part of his time to 
reply. ‘‘Not out of your time,” said the 
Colonel. ‘“‘If there are two speeches, I must 
have extra time if I reply.” : 

Judge Stewart said there would be no 
trouble about that, and proceeded with his 
speech. 

“Half what Colonel Livingston said had 
nothing todo with the question,’’ he began. 
“Tt would be a pleasing task, after what had 
been said, to taik abont the funetions of the 
eonstitution.”’ 

He reiterated the former statement, that 
the only relief was to be had through the dem- 
ocratic party. When you get a radical into 
the alliance it will take God Almighty to 
make a democrat ont of him. This measure 
seems to be popwar in the west--especially in 
South Dakota, a state. that has hardly been in 
the union Jong enough to be dry behind the 
ears.

I think it is as much my duty to be 
kind as it is to pay my debts, and [I am going 
to do it.if you beat me.’’ [Applause.]

“It’s like that little couplet,” said he, ‘which 
says: ‘You’llif you won’t; you be damned if 
you do, and you’ll be damned if you don’t.’ 

‘‘He said I didn’t know anything was the 
matter with the country till the alliance 
educated us up toit. There’sno use to make 
this onslaught on congress. Before your con- 
vention met, we hada bill up in congress to 
increase the currency $100,000,000. The 
alliance has as much sense as anybody else; 
but there’s no use to talk that way.” 

Judge Stewart then devoted some minutes 
to an atraignment of the republican party, 
upon which he laid all the ills that the country 
is heir to. 

He ridiculed Colonel Livingston for saying 
he had raised the price of corn by voting for 
free silver, ‘‘Think of oppressing Re by 
giving them more money! Think of it® Thin 
ofit! Why, Livingston would tell you he 
would vote for it himself. If he didn’t you 
would snow him under so deep he wouldn't 
know where to find himself.’’ 

“T said every day I would vote for it,” said 
Colonel Livingston. 

“Then why talk about my voting for free 
silver?’’ [Applause.] 

“I'll. tell you what the trouble is,’ said 
Judge Stewart, ‘‘and he hasn’t touched it.” 

With that he went into a discussion of the 
tariff and argued the heavy burdens laid on 
the people by a protective tariff. 

‘You may have your subtreasury and you 
may have free silver,’’ said he, “but my opin- 
ion is that this country will never prosper 
until the iniquitous tariff is reduced. I re- 
member when the almost immortal voice of 
Hill, in words that burn, denounced it. What 
would Toombs and Stephens and Cobb tell 
you but this ?’’ 

He went through the arguments against the 
subtreasury bill with elaboration, and said 
that since Adam wore small clothes and Crea- 
tion was knee high there never was such & 
thing. He renewed with vigor the assertion 
that when provisions were locked up the price 
would be raised. 

“T appeal to youin behalf of the soldier’s 
widow; I appeal in behalf of the old men and 
the poor men,”’ said he, ‘“‘not to vote to lock 
up the products of the-country in the ware- 
houses. If they don’t go higher, why do it, 
and if they do go higher, why vote to make 
the non-producer pay two hundred per cent 
tor what he eats. My countrymen, lovers of 
liberty, lovers of truth, I beg youto give this 
matter serious consideration before you ask 
what my friend asks that I shall do. 
He tells you ‘If I gothere I'll vote for that.’ 
He says ‘How can it hurtanybody when it gets 
more money?’ Isay, ‘How can Old Man Bray, 
that has to be propped up, get more money 
without he works for it. How can the poor 
woman get money? And it’s treason because 
I oppose this.’”’ 

He pictured the condition of a country under 

an inflated currency, when a horse would be 
worth $300 and a coftin $300. ‘‘Next year, 
when the fall comes,’’ said he, ‘‘what’s to be- 
come of the country? How will you know 
how to fix a value on your property? With 
free silver it will not be so.

They are all 
trying to get there. 

“When I say I am in favor of the repeal of 
the national banking system, [ am not in 
favorof doing itin an hour. You must put 
something in its place.” 

With the statement as a preface he criticised 
the subtreasury bill because it allowed the 
bankers to use the certificates as a reserve 
fund. “I tell youit’s there,” said he ‘“‘and 
Livingston -can’t refute it. And John D. 
Stewart don’t want to vote forit.”’ ® 

He went for the money lenders and said: 
“The Farmers, alliance haye permitted some 
shrewd sharp man to put this thing in this 
bill.’’ 


He called the lawyers present to witness 
that the courts had decided that a charter was 
a privilege and not a contract, and could 
therefore be revoked. 

Speaking of the fact that there would be 
no warehouses in some of the counties, he 
renewed his argument that the cost of hand- 
ling cotton would be $4.50 a bale, and said the 
way freight would be added, for now there are 
hrough rates from almost everywhere to Nor- 
folk. The way freight was extra money. All 
that freght on corn and oats and wheat is ab- 
solutely extra money. ‘*Do you pay any insur- 
ance on your wheatnow? You can’t get any- 
money on it unless it’s insured.”’ 

He said Colonel. Livingston.made a speech 
in favor of the Pickler bill, which provides for 
the election of subtreasury officers by the peo- 
ple. ‘‘Don’t you know the republicans will filll 
the offices. Do you want Harrison with 
his grandfather’s hat on and Windom, 
who otght to be kicked out of office, 
to send down a lot of republican office holders 
to dish ont this money to you?’’ 

Judge Stewart ridiculed the idéa that the 
money for the Atlanta buildings came out of 
the farmers. He said Colonel Livingston 
made some statement here which he would 
not make in Atlanta. 

“T never did it here,’”’ said Colonel Living- 
ston. ‘Say the truth.” 

“T can tell the trath as well as you can and 
shut one eye,” said Judge Stewart, and he was 
applauded. ‘‘But Brother Livingston and I 
are not going to be turned out of the church 
for bad words. When Atlanta pays for what 
she gets, don’t criticise her.” 

“T didn’t-do it,’’ said Colonel Livingston. 

‘‘He criticises Mr. Turner and other con- 
yressmen,” said Judge Stewart. “I know 
Carlisle isa goed man,.and I know, before 
God, Henry Turner is a good man and a great 
man.”’ 

Here the judge ran afonl of an almanac, He 
called on Colonel Livingston for the extract 
he read from Calhoun. 

‘*My God, you’ve gotitin an almanac!’’ he 
said, as Colonel Livingston handed it up. This 
produced great laughter and applause, but 
Colonel Livingston sawed wood and said noth- 
ing, while the judge said he had Calhoun and 
Jefferson and all the democratie standards in 
his library in bigger form than an almanac. 

‘Tf he’ll show they said a line about the 
subtreasury I’ll take back all I have said. If 
he’ll show that I’ll withdraw from the race.” 

“Tord have mercy!’’ said Colonel Living- 
ston. 

Judge, Stewart continuing, said the bill out- 
raged real estate, and he had tried to have it 
amended, but.could not do it. He put fifty- 
seven hot day’s work into the passage of the 
Mills bill, and it was not the fault of the 
democratic party that it was defeated.

TWO DAMAGE SUITS. 


Suits Entered Against Railroads—One by 
the Atlanta Talc Company. 

Two suits were filed in the superior court yes- 
terday. The first was a damage suit, Mrs. 
Leana Dryer vs. the Richmond and Danville 
Railroad company, and was for $20,000 dam- 
ages. Jokn W. Cox was the attorney for the 
plaintiff. Plaintiff claims the above damages 
for the killing of her husband, an employe of 
the road, while in the discharge of his duty, 
defendant having failed to axethion all ordi- 
nary care and diligence. It is claimed 
that her husband, on the day of his death, 
May 8th, 1890, was coupling cars in Haralson 
county, and was between twocars,one of which 
was attached toa train, in order to couple 
them. Both cars were standing still. While 
Dryer was between the ears, the train, it is al- 
legetl, started before he had given the signal. 
Owing to some defective machinery of the car 
which was standing alone, he was unable to 
escape before he was crushed and injured so 
badly that death soon resulted. Mrs. Dryer 
attributes her husband’s death solely to the 
carelessness and negligence of defendant. 
She says that he was in the prime of life, had 
an expectancy of, thirty-seven years, and was 
earning from $40.to $50 per month. 
She estimates the loss firmncially at $20,000, 
and for this amount she enters suit through 
her attorney, against the road. 

The Tale and Soapstone Company. 


Suit was filed yesterday in the clerk’s office 
by the Atlanta Talcand Soapstone Mining and 
Manufacturing company against the Western 
and Atlantic railroad company, through their 
attorneys John L. Hopkins & Son, for the 
amount of $1,000, the value of a car of tale 
which was delivered by the said company to 
the Western and Atlantic road to be shipped to 
San Francisco, Cal., and which the plaintiff 
claims was lost or destroyed in a manner un- 
known.

THE OIL MILL LOSS 


ABOUT $75,000, NEARLY COVERED 
BY INSURANCE. 


The Work of Rebuilding Is to Begin at 
Once—The Factory Will Begin as Usual 
About the ist of October. 

a 


The loss in the oil mill fire is in the near 
neighborhood of $75,000. 

That is the estimate of Superintendent L. 
W. Haskell, of the Southern Cotton Oil mills, 
who arrived in the city from Savannah yester- 
day and spent a considerable portion of the day 
in making an examination ef the loss. 

That is nearly covered by insurance. 

The loss to the company is about $4,000. 

THE FACTORY IN TRIM. 

‘The fire occurred,’’. said Mr. Haskell last 
evening, “in an ‘off season,’ when no oil was 
being manufactured. The work season begins 
about the first of October, and everything will 
be in readiness to go right ahead then. 

‘The refinery, which was burned, was in op- 
eration. The work of rebuilding this is to be- 
gin at once, and will be pushed just as rapidly 
as possible. It is doubtful if it can be com- 
pleted by the first of October, but no time will 
be lost in getting to work. 

THE CITY’S WATER ALL RIGHT. 

‘“‘The water in the reservoir, from which the 
city’s supply is drawn, is all right, I think. I 
visited the pond this afternoon in company 
with Mr. J. W. Black, our superintendent in 
Montgomery, and an expert in oils. He gave 
the matter careful examination, tasting the 
water at various points in the pond. 

“There is not enough caustic soda, even if 
all there was had been emptied directly into 
the water, to make water unpalatable or un- 
healthy. There was less than 300 gallons of 
the soda turned loose—seven barrels of it. 

‘Nearly all of that, if not all, has been neu- 
tralized by the oil. The oil, which holds the 
soda in solution, or chemical combination, 
does not mix with the water. Very little of 
the soda, therefore, has become dissolyed in 
the water. 

THE OIL TO BE MOVED. 

“The work of removing the oil from the 
surface of the reservoir is to begin in the 
morning. It’spresence has not injured the 
water. 

‘About 210,000 gallons of oil were turned 
loose, but most of that was burned. Another 
proportion of it was soaked up inthe ground, 
Probably not over 75,000 gallons went down 
the branch towards the reservoir. 

‘Tt is all collected now in a small angle of 
the pond. Inthe morning we will place tim- 
bers across on the surface to confine the oil 


there, and remove it then just as rapidly as | 


possible. The oil taken up will hardly pay for 
the expense of removing it, but we want it 
out. I suppose the city does, too.” 

Mr. Haskell attributes the saving of the 
main building principally to the excellent fire 
organization of the employes, and the facilities 
provided for in an emergency of that sort. 

But for this, and the ready help extended 
on all hands by the neighbors, the loss would 
have been much greater. 

DEJD FISH FOUND. 

Chief Inspector Tom Veal was on the look- 
out for dead fish yesterday, and found a few 
before night. 

“The presence of the oil and soda,”’ said he 
“cannot hurt the water directly. There is 
some danger that fish may be killed,and unless 
these are removed just as rapidly as they come 
to the surface, the water would soon become 
unfit for use. But we will take care of that, 
and there is no danger to be apprehended 
there.”’ 

There are two opinions as to what killed the 
fish. One is that the soda in solution did it. 

Mr. Haskell says that this can hardly be 
true, and advances the theory that they died 
for the want of air. The thick layer of oil on 
the surface completely excludes the air, and 


without it the fish cannot live.

CRUSHED T0 DEATH. 


BOTH LEGS MASHED BADLY 


Causine His Death Several Hours 
Afterward. 


HE DIES BRAVELY AND FEARLESSLY. 


In Moving a Train at Lithonia, 
Georgia, He 


FALLS BETWEEN TWO CARS. 


Mr. Charlie Venable, one of Georgia’s most 
promising, energetic and progressive young 
men, met a horrible death nea® the Venable 
granite quarries at Lithonia yesterday. 

His death was peculiarly sad, and has cast a 
gloom over this entire section. 

Mr. Venable was killed by atrain on the 
Venable brothers’ leading from 
Lithonia to the quarries. 

For months past, Mr. Venable had been 
dividing his time between the quarries there 
and at Stone Mountain, and ,had exclusive 
charge of the workmen. By him the quarries 
were superintended and the trains loaded for 
Hie was always active and ener- 


railroad, 


shipment. 
getic, and passed much of his time in hurrying 
loaded trains from the rock beds tothe Georgia 
road main line. 

HOW HE WAS HURT. 

Early in the morning Mr. Venable went 
to Lithonia to superintend the making up of a 
big train of empty cars. Just before eight 
o’clock the train was completed, and Engineer 
Veal started with it to the quarries. Mr. Ven- 
able took a position on the top of a box car, 
and for a time conversed pleasantly with one 
of the hands who was sitting near him. 

Atthe quarries the Venable Brothers have 
a setof scales upon which loaded cars are 
weighed. These are enclosed and roofed, and 
under the roof the company’s engines are fre- 
quently housed. The roof is not very much 
higher than a box car, and to the height Mr. 
Venable’s death is due. 

STANDING ON A BOX CAR. 

Just before reaching the shed, as the scales 
are called by the quarrymen, Mr. Venable got 
upon his feet and walked along the top toward 
the rearend. The train was moving ata fair 
speed, and if any one saw Mr. Venable’s dan- 
ger and attempted to alarm him the cries were 
not heard. About the time Mr. Venable 
reached the rear end of the car his back came 
in contact with the roof of the shed. The 
blow threw him upon his face, and before he 
could recover himself he had rolled off the end 
of the car. 

Next to the box car was a flat, and as Mr. 
Venable fell, he tried to throw himself upon 
the flat. He had almost succeeded, 

WHEN HIS GRIP GAVE WAY, 
and he found himself falling again. Realizing 
his great danger, Mr. Venable tried to throw 
himself clear of the track, and almost did so. 
| Only a foot or two more and he would have 
escaped the terrible death which came to him. 

He cleared the rail with his body only, how- 
ever, andthe heavy wheels of the flat car 
passed over both legs, crushing them intoa 
shapeless mass from the knees down. 

Just about the time Mr. Venable struck the 
shed his danger appears to have been ascer- 
tained, and while he was struggling so man- 
fully between the cars, Engineer Veal was 
stopping the train. 

With the others the engineer ran to Mr, 
Venable as soon as the train was stopped. 

He was lying with his mangled limbs under 
the rear trucks of the car, with a truck beam 
on top of him. He 

WAS PERFECTLY CALM AND CONSCIOUS, 
and, as the men reached him, said: 

“Move that rod, quick, please.”’ 

The rod was moved hurriedly, and Mr. Ven- 
able appeared greatly relieved at once. 

Then the men placed their hands under 
his head and body to remove him. He re- 
mained perfectly quiet, uttering no com- 
plaint. But, as they began to raise him, he 
paid: 

‘*Hold on, boys, that won’t do.’”’ 

Gently they let him back upon the ground 
again. 

He raised his head and glancing down at his 
feet remarked: 

‘‘Move me this way just a little.” 

The men moved him gently in the way in- 
dicated. 

‘*There, that’1l do. Now that’s better,’’ he 
said as the men let him rest again. 

A minute later he remarked: 

‘*"Now I believe you can get me out.” 

As the men stooped to lift him again he 
placed ; 

HIS ARMS AROUND THE NECKS 
of those who were nearest his head and helped 
to raise himself up. When he was clear of the 
ground, one of the men asked: 

*‘Does it hurt, Char ie?”’’ 

“No,nomuch. You are doing the best you 
san.”’ 


Mr. Venable was then removed to Mr. Shep-« 


pard’s residence. The walk was a long one 
for those who were carrying him, and must 
have been full of intense pain to Mr. Venable, 
but he bore it without a complaint, and at 
nearly every step encouraged those around 
him by words full of hope and encouragement. 

Not a word of complaint did he utter. 

Immediately after he was placed upon a bed 
in Mr. Sheppard’s house, he dictated a tele- 
gram to his brother, Hon. Will Venable. The 
message was made of words that only a brave, 
fearless man could utter when at deatli’s 
threshold. While telling the story of his acci- 
dent the message was full of a determination 
to recover. 

The telegram, with others from Lithonia, 
was sent at once to Atlanta, and was received 
here about 9 o’clock. 

Mr. Will Venable was sitting in hi8 office 
when the message reached him, and was 
thunderstruck. He seemed to know that they 
were a preface 

TO HIS BROTHER’S DEATH, 
and for a minute or two he wept like a child. 
Then arousing himself he at once secured Dr. 
William Perrin Nicolson and Dr. Willis 
Westmoreland. From the Georgia road he 
obtained a special train, and by ten o’clock he 
Was on his way to Lithonia. 

While the train was being secured Mr. Ven- 
able went to his home to inform his mother, 

When the train left the shed there were on 
it Hon. Will Venable, his wife and mother, 
Mr. Orr Venable and wife, Mr. Walter Ven- 
able, Captain E. S. Gay, Mr. Ben Goldsmith 
and Drs. Nicolson and Westmoreland. The 
train was given a clear track to Lithonia, and 
the run was made in twenty-six minutes. 
There the train was switched to the quarry 
road track, and in a few minutes the party 
was at Mr. Sheppard’s. 

THE DOCTORS WITH HIM. 

Mr. Venable was resting quietly when his 

family arrived. Dr. Summey, of Stone Moun- 


by 


tain, and Dr. Trotter, of Lithonia, were with 
him. 
The meeting between the injured boy and 
his mother and brothers cannot be described. 
It was one those who witnessed will never 
forget. 
Mr. Venable was brave, cool and smiling. 
He seemed to want to give those about him 


part of his strength and confidence. 

As his mother bent over him and imprinted 
a kiss upon his forehead, he placed his arm 
about her neck, saying: 

“Cheer up, mother. If anybody can pull 
through this I can. I don’t think there’s much 
danger.’’ 

Then to each one whe came to him he gave 
a word of hope and cheer. 

Only of them did he seem to think. 

No thought of himself or no suggestion of 
the pain he must have been enduring was ap- 


parent, 
EXAMINING HIS INJURIES. 

The surgeon’s were examining Mr. Vena- 
ble’s injuries during this time, and as the gen- 
tleman saw them, he turned from those about 
him, asking: 

“Am I hurt much?” 

The doctors, inspired: by Mr. Venable’s 
bravery, gave him what hope they could. 

But they realized that his case was hopeless. 

Then a more minute examination was made. 

Both doctors were satisfied that death would 
follow amputation, and they knew, too, that 
amputation was necessary ifa reaction came 
about. No reaction was apparent, but after a 
consultation Drs. Nicolson and Westmoreland 
decided to undertake the operation. They 
realized fully that the case was a most des- 
perate one, and that the amputation. would 
have to be done quickly. 

Preparations were made for the work. 

Each surgeon was to take a limb. 

But almost before the chloroform began to 
exercise its influence the doctors observed that 
Mr. Venable’s heart was failing. This satis- 
fied them that he would die under the opera- 
tion, and they at once abandoned the work. 

Soon Mr. Venable became himself again, 
and without asking a question seemed to ap- 
preciate his situation. 

His relatives who had left the room when 
the surgeons began work were recalled. As 
they gathered around the bed he talked to 
them pleasantly. No word of complaint was 
uttered by him. Without a tremor he informed 
them that he would die, and said that he was 
willing to go. He then asked Captain Gay to 
pray forhim. The captain knelt beside the 
dying man 
AND OFFERED A TOUCHING, FEELING PRAYER, 

It appeared to give Mr. Venable a new lease 
upon lifeand, a minute later, he prayed him- 
self. 

No words can paint the picture then pre- 
sented. 

Lying upon his death bed, with his hands 
clasped, his eyes looking straight to heaven, 
surrounded by his weeping, heartbroken 
mother, brothers and friends, he consigned his 
soul to his Maker. 

His prayer was one of rare sincerity, and 
was full of the deepest faith.

At Decatur Mrs. Adair was told that her 
husband had lost a leg. Then at Stone 
Mountain her brother gave her to understand 
that he was badly hurt. When the train left 
Lithonia he told her that her husband’s con- 
dition was critical. Mrs. Adair bore up re- 
markably well and when she was led to her 
husband’s bedside 

SHE REMAINED QUITE CALM 
apparently, though it was plain to all whosaw 
her that it was a terrible struggle. 

The meeting was a touching one—one that 
will never be forgotten by those present. Mrs. 
Venable sat beside her husband and to her he 
talked as he had to others. He bade her be 
calm and accept the result. 

It was after 1 o’clock when she reached him. 
He was yet quite strong, apparently, but those 
who had been watching him knew that he was 
sinking.

DUN’S WEEKLY REPORT. 


The Volume of Business Larger for the Sea- 
son Than any Previous Year. 

New York, July 11.—The weekly review of 
h. G. Dun & Co. says: 
In spite of the usual midsummer dullness, 
argravated this year by exceptionally hot weather, 
the volume of business continues larger for the 
season than in any, previous year, and in. all 
quarters high hopes -are stimulated by the excel- 
lent crop reports. The passage of the compromise 
silver bill by the senate he!ps to give encourage- 
ment, though the delay of action on the tariff 
question depresses some important industries. 

Large exports of gold have begun, however, 
owing to the suspension of the specie ss 
in South America and urgent demands in that 
quarter for commercial necessities. The banks of 
England, Germany and France have lost this 
week $5,895,000 in gold, and it has been decided 
to call over $5,000,000 in old 
from this country, making the prospect less clear 
than it has been, though the rates here are com- 
paratively stronger. From many northwestern 
cities special reports show a distinct improve- 
ment in trade because of good crop prospects. 
Yet prices of wheat, corn and oats have advanced, 
while cotton is unchanged. Hogs and lard are 
higher, but oil is 2c lower. The more important 
branches of manufacture show hesitation. Wool 
receipts are large at Boston, but the manufactur- 
ers do not buy freely, and sales are 2,118,000 
pounds. At Philadelphia a dullness reigns, and 
the western markets are weaker, though still too 
high for the views of most manufacturers. 

No change is seen for the improvement in the 
price of goods, and heavy imports are expected 
to keep prices down for the rest of the year. 

In the iron business the buoyancy anticipated 
at Philidelphia does not appear; and here the 
pressure to realize keeps the market weak, with 
northern No. 1 foundry at $17.50 and southern at 
$17, and mill iron especially weak. Rails for fall 
delivery are quoted at $3; while the milis have 
orders for some time to come, the present demand 
for finished products is not large. 

Coal is dull and weak, the advance being princi- 
pally on paper, and the half year’s output being 
within 1,000 tons of the output of last ysar. 

Reports from all quarters are hopeful. The 
midsummer dullness prevails at Boston, in- 
creised by momentary stringency, and at Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburg by the fact that higher 
wages have been conceded tothe iron workers, 
though higher prices for products do not seem to 
be obtainable. The glass works are closed at 
Pittsburg, but stocks are moving won & and a 
scarcity of miners is felt in the coal business 
there. 

The traffic of railroads is still very large for the 
last week of June; about 8 per cent, and for the 
month about 11 per cent. above last year, while a 
few reports for July show still larger gains. The 
action on the silver bill causes.a stronger tone, 
and it is observed that in spite of their wars the 
railroads have not been swelling the lists of bank- 
ruptcies unusua!ly, the receiverships for the half 
year covering but the forty-seven million of 
stocks and bonds of 1,380 miles, while the fore- 
closures for the half year covered $92,000,000 
of stocks and bonds and 1,930 miles of rvoad. 

The steady growth of the country is illustrated 
in national bank reports, showing an increase 
since 1880 of sixty-six per cent in number of 
banks, eighty-seven per cent in deposits and 
ninety per cent on loans.

A THREATENED STRIKE.

TEN MEN QUIT WORK AT THE CEN- 
TRAL RAILBOAD SHOPS. 


Others Likely to Follow Suit—General Dis- 
satisfaction Seems to Prevail—Huw 
the Trouble Arose. 


Trouble is brewing at the Central railroad 
shops. 

Something seems to have been going wrong 
there for some time, and vesterday the climax 
was reached in the way of a small sized strike. 

Ten men who work about the yards have 
quit work, it is said, 

Others will probably follow suit. 

There are about eighty. men in the yards, 
and it seems to be threatened that many of 
them will quit work. 

The trouble seems to have arisen about the 
shortcomings in salaries. 

Mr. Biodgett, special agent, has been report- 
ing to the general manager of the road. for 
some time the state of aifairs in the shops, 
which, according to his reports, was . general 
dissatisfaction amoug the employes at the con- 
duct of Mr. J. H. MeGill, fereman of the 
mechanieal shops, under whem they worked. 

The charges ade by Mr. Blodgett against 
Mr. MeGill are many. He says that Mr. 
McGillhas not acted fairly in the division of 
the monthly salaries, and he reported MeGill 
to the general manager this way: 

One of the cimployes says that his salary for 
April amounted to eighty dollars, but when 
the pay roll was made outhe was only put 
down for $52.50, and says he refused to take 
it, and has received no salary for April. 

Mr. Biodgett has made several other com- 
plaints against Mr. McGill, citing certain acts, 
which, he savs, led to the intense dissatisfac- 
tion that prevalis. 

Yesterday, when some of the men decided 
to quit work, Mr. Blodgett, who had been 
keeping the general manager at Savannah 
posted on the situation of atfairs, wired jim 
the following telegram: 

GENERAL MANAGER GaABBETY, Central Rail- 
road, Savannah:—The MeGii! men have quit work. 
MeColl’s rascality and dishonesty drove them off. 
Action relative to McGill’s rascality and open 
einbezziement or publication immediaiely. 

SLODGETT. 

Mr. Blodgett says ten men have quit work 
and others will scen leave. 

MR. M’GILL TALKS. 

Mr. J.H. McGill, the foreman, who seems 
to have incurred the animosity of the em- 
ployes, was seen last night and’ asked about 
his side of the affair.

THE NEW EVIDENCE THAT WILL 
COME INTO HIS CASE. 
The Motion for New Trial Next Wednesday. 
Some Interesting AMidavits—The Neat 
Grand Jury. 


New evidence is disclosed. 

And Christopher Clarke, the adjuged con- 
spirator, may yet be free to enjey the great 
wealth that has lately come to him. 

Clarke was convicted last May of leading a 
band of conspirators against some revenue of- 
ficers, and firing upon them in the night along 
& mountain pass. 

His attorney has moved for a new 
trial, and, as is already known, 
the hearing of the motion will be granted by 
the United States court next Wednesday. 

The motion for new trial was filed by Col- 
onel F. A. Quillian, Clarke’s attorney, andthe 
aflidavits accompanying the motion will show 
the following afidence to the eourt: 

THE NEW EVIDENCE. 

One of the affidavits is made by Mr. James 
Blackwell and Mrs. Wife, who will testify 
that Mr. Blackwell had Christopher Clarke’s 
Winchester rifle on the night that the reyenue 
ollicers claim to have been shot. 

They swear that the rifle was at Blackwell’s 
house some time before the shooting is said to 
have taken place, and that it is still there. 

Clarke was quite intimate with Biackwell, 
and it is said that he is engaged to be married 
to Iilackwe]l’s pretty daughter, 

George Cison swears that Dangley, who is 
charged with being one of Clarke’s followers 
came to the house of Mr, Sattertields the night 
of the supposed shooting, and remained until 
after the hour named as the time of the attack. 

Mrs. Liss Freeman swears she lives 
not far from the place where 
the officers claim to have been fired at, but 
says she didn’t hear the fifteen shots they 
claim were fired. 

An effort will probably be made to impeach 
the testimony of one of the officers, an affi- 
davit being already filed by Joseph Allen, say- 
ing he knows the personal ‘character of the 
otticer and would not believe him on oath. 

Such is the nature of the evidence that will 
be weighed at the hearing of the motion for 
now trial for Ciiristophor Clarke.

A THREATENED STRIKE. 


TEN MEN QUIT WORK AT THE CEN- 
TRAL RAILROAD SHOPS. 


Others Likely to Follow Suit—General Dis- 
satisfaction Seems to Prevail—Huw 
the Trouble Arose. 


Trouble is brewing at the Central railroad 
shops. 

Something seems to have been going wrong 
there for some time, and vesterday the climax 
was reached in the way of a small sized strike. 

Ten men who werk about the yards have 
quit work, it is said, 

Others will probably follow suit. 

There are about eighty men in the yards, 
and it seems to be threatened that many of 
them will quit work. 

The trouble seems to have arisen about the 
sbortcomings in salanes. 

Mr. Blodgett, special agent, has been report- 
ing to the general mmanager of the road. for 
some time the state of aifairs in the shops, 
which, aceording to his reports, was general 


dissatisfaction among the employes at the con- 
duct of Mr. J. H. MeGill, fereman of the 
mechanical shops, under whem they worked. 

The charges made by Mr. Blodgett against 
Mr. MeGill are many. He says that Mr. 
McGill has net ected fairly in the division of 
the monthly salaries, and he reported McGill 
tothe general manager this way: 

One of the cimployes says that his salary for 
April amounted to eighty dollars, but when 
the pay roll was made outhe was only put 
down for $53.50, and says he refused to take 
it, and has received no salary for Aprib.

They need not complain at me for the rates 
paid for their work—all that is fixed by the 
head officer of the transportation department.

men’s salaries, and I have no voice in the mat- 
ter at all. 

“The employes should appeal to higher au- 
thority than myself for redress. I fear no 
strike, however, it’s onlya few men who have 
been drinking bad whisky that are causing 
trouble in the camp.”

‘CHRISTOPHER CLARKE.| 


THE NEW EVIDENCE THAT WILL 
COME INTO HIS CASE. 


The Motion for New Trial Next Wednesday. 
Some Interesting AMfidavits—The Neat 
Grand Jury. 


New evidence is disclosed. 

And Christopher Clarke, the adjuged con- 
spirator, may yet be free to enjoy the great 
wealth that has lately come to him. 

Clarke was convicied last May of leading a 
band of conspirators against some revenue of- 
ficers, and firing upon them in the night along 
& mountain pass. 

His attorney has moved for a new 
trial, and, as is already known, 
the hearing of the motion will be granted by 
the United States court next Wednesday. 

The motion for new trial was filed by Col- 
onel F’. A. Quillian, Clarke’s attorney, and the 
atlidavits accompanying the motion will show 
the following e@idence to the eourt: 

THE NEW EVIDENCE. 

One of the affidavits is made by Mr. James 
Blackwell and Mrs. Wife, who will testify 
that Mr. Blackwe!l had Christopher Clarke’s 
Winchester rifle on the night that the revenue 
ollicers claim to have been shot. 

They swear-that the rifle was at Blackwell’s 
house some time before the shooting is said to 
have taken place, and that it is still there. 

Clarke was quite intimate with Blackwell, 
and it is said that he is engaged to be married 
to ilackwe]l’s pretty daughter. 

George Cison swears that Dangley, who is 
charged with being one of Clarke’s followers 
came to the house of Mr. Sattertields the night 
of the supposed shooting, and remained until 
after the hour named as the time of the attack. 

Mrs. Liss Freeman swears she lives 
not far from the place where 
the officers claim to have been fired at, but 
says she didn't hear the fifteen shots they 
claim were fired. 

An effort will probably be made to impeach 
the testimony of one of the ofticers, an affi- 
davit being already filed by Joseph Allen, say- 
ing he knows the personal ‘character of the 
othicer and would not believe him on oath. 

Such is the nature of the evidence that will 
be weighed at the hearing of the motion for 
now trial for Christophor Clarke:

The clerk of the United States court and his 
assistants are preparing to draw the grand jury 
for the next term,

He is now securing a list of jurors from the 
different counties in the distriet,; and will ar- 
rauge the jury box from them iy the near 
future. 

The next grand jury will be drawn after the 
revision i§ completed.

The demand of Dr. J. L. M. Curry, gen- 
eral agent of the Peabody trustees, that the annual 
report for Georgia shall be submitted by Septem- 
ber ist, renders this advance in the date previously 
announced fur opening the institute absolutely 
imperative. ; 

the institute will be held under the direction of 
Professor Lawton BB, Evans, superintendent of 
public schools for Richmond county. The follow- 
ing is the list of instructors : 

Professor Lawton B. Evans, pedagogy. 

Professor John Neeley, principal Tubman High 
school, Augusta; arithmetic and geography. 

Professor Henry L. Walker, president Colored 
Teachers’ association for Georgia; language les- 
sons and grammar.

ship. 

Mrs. Adella Hunt Logan, reading and spelling. 

Miss C. L. Baretield, calisthenics.

In addition to the reguiar course there will be 
some few special lectures, the list including Mrs. 
Lucy C. Laney and J. W. Lyons. 

The same railroad rates have been secured for 
the colored institute at Milledgeville, as for the 
white institute at Lithia Springs, namely, four 
cents a mile—full fare being paid going, and re- 
turn tickets costing one centa mile. Colonel M. 
Slaughter, in giving this rate, prescribes the fol- 
lowing directions for securing return tickets: 

The teacher must purchase a ticket at full fare 
to Milledgeville at his nearest depot, requesting 
the agent from whom he purchases to give him a 
certificate of purchase. These certificates will be 
furnished all agents for Georgia roads in the 
Southern Passenger association by their respective 
roads. If the teacher cannot buya through ticket 
to Milledgeville from his own station,he must ob- 
tain a certificate of purchase from every agent 
from whoin he buys a ticket. These certificates 
will be properly signed at the institute, 
and, on presentation, a return ticket will be sold 
at one cent per mile. 

Professor H. L. Walker, by my direction, has 
made every preparation necessary for the accom- 
modation and comfort of the visiting teachers at 
Milledgeville, having suceeeded in securing board 
at the oe rate of $2 per week.

the part of the student. He can no longer waste 
nine-tenths of the scholastic year in idleness and 
then, )y a dint of rapid reading, so gprepare him- 
self for his final examinations as to make a mark 
high enough to entitle him to pass into the next 
Ciass. 

Just here it may be well to state that the 
“entrance examinations’ are more rigid than 
forineriy,and that hereafter no student will be 
admitted who has not reached the age of sixteen. 
These reculationsare, in our opinion, wise. Uni- 

sity workand discipline require a maturity of 

‘iivetand an excellence of preparation, which 
2 assured only by a strict eniercement of the 
above mentioned rules. 

We deem it scarcely netessary to give your 
excelicncy a detailed account of the work done in 
allthe departments. We have examined into the 
methods of each, and we tind no cause for com- 
plaint. Indeed, we can speak in terms of highest 
commendation only of the corps of professors. 
All seeim to be doing their full duty with a rare 
deyotion. But we would call your attention toa 
few departments, not in a critical nor in a com- 
mendatory spirit. We desire merely to point out 
Bome defects, which we trust wiil be remedied, 
and to develop some facts which we think are not 
generally known. 

ANCIENT LANGUAGES. 

First, then, let us speak of the department of 
ancient languages. Itisin the charge of Profes- 
sor W. Ht. Bocock. He came to the university jess 
than a year since, but has already accomplished a 
revolution in the methods of his department; and 
his work is already speaking for itseif. But he is 
hampered by a lack of ussistance. Having to 
teach both Latin and Greek to every classin Col- 
lege, he needs an assistant whocan devote his 
whole attention to his work. Then, too, he needs 
adepartment library. No chairin the university 
is more dependent upon maps and charis anda 
proper selection of books than that of the an- 
cient languages. Being in one sense dead lan- 
guayes,” they can never be properly appreciated 
uniess the study of them is assisted by such an 


equipment as we have sugested. 


ENGLISH. 

Much the same may be said of the department of 
Englisch. The professor in charge, besides teach- 
ing all that appertains to a thorough course 
in English, has also to teach  elocution 
to all his classes three months in every year, to 


‘drill speakers and correct all ve written by 


the students for public occasions. Besides this, 
he is the only professor who is required to meet 
every student not in the law class. He has to 
read monthly about 1,300 pages of manuscript. 
To do this requires of him almost half as many 

Ours per month as any one of his students spends 
in recitation, whatever may be that stucent’s 
Poreenve degree. Now, this labor—drudgery, 
ndeed—might be lightened very materially by 
Separating the teaching of elocution.from the du- 
ties of this'chair. We do not see that the two are 
necessarily connected. Indeed, we can conceive 
very easilyjof a man thoroughly proficient in one 
who may k.iow nothing, or next to nothing, about 
the other. Even when this separation is made, 
the work will still be too much for one man. The 
trustees, in our opinion, ought to consider the 
kecéssity of an assistant. 

_ CHAIR OF BIOLOGY, 

The chair of biology is a relic of the experi- 
mental station which was temporarily located in 
Athens. Established to meet the needs of that 
Station, the rae ge because it was. Consid- 
ered to be a valuable addition to the university, 
was hot moved to Griffin when the station was. 
The first year’s expenses were def rayed by the sta- 
tion ; but the expenses of this, or the second year, 
— been paid out of five thousand and more dol-

PHYSICS AND CHEMISTRY. 
Wee tne Gepertanonts of piryaics and of chemis 
may boos ppea in the university. In 
a fai there are were 3; labo- 


ratories in the south. Nothing is needed here, 
Save & Small sum annually to purehase from 
time to time new pieces of apparatus and to keep 
in thorough repair the old. 
The department of chemistry is diveded into 
two chairs—that of general chemistry and that 
of analytical chemistry. The latter is at present 
occupied jby Professor C. M. Straham, whose 
salary, like that of the professor of biology, is paid 
out of the $5,000 received from the experimental 
station. When the contract, py which thisjmoney 
is received expires, this professorship may be 
merged with the other and the two given to Dr. 
White, the general chemist. This state of affairs 
is to be deplored but necessity may produce it. 
AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE, 
Regarding the character of the agricultural col- 
lege, there seems to be a wide divergence of opin- 
ions. Extremists on one side assert that it 
ought to be aplace where actual farm work {s 
taught in connection with the science of agricul- 
ture. They claim that students ought to 
learn there by actual experience the 
best methods of culture, the adap- 
tation of certain fertilizers to certain 
Foils, the care and management of all kinds of 
stock. On the other hand, it is held by many that 
it should be chiefly a scientific school where no 
actual farm labor is required,but where the nature 
and habits of plants and insects, the character of 
soils and manures, should bé scientifically investi- 
rated, so that, with a little experience at home, 
the student could take charge of a farm and con- 
duct all the operations intelligently. Those who 
maintain the latter idea, say thata school based 
upon the former can never be successful, inas- 
much as it is contrary to all reason to suppose that 
students will go away from home, buy books, pay 
boara and incur innumerable expenses only to ac- 
quire laboriously a little experience they might 


-have had for nothing at home. 


if the first idea is correct, your committee feel 
bound to say. that the agricultural college at 
Athens is not what it should be. The farm there 
consists of sixty-seven acres. On it is located 
a splendid building known as “Rock college.” 
But, when this is said, all issaid. Dr. W. L. 
Jones, the accredited professor of agriculture, 
who has charge of this property, has a growing 
crop On the land, we are told, but we see no rea- 
sons for believing that that erop is of more value 
than any other in the vicinity. If there are 
stock or cattle on the place, they do not belung to 
the university, and there are few improvements 
that would suggest a “model farm.” Now, this is 
not Dr. Jones's fault. To use{the expression of a 
gentleman with whom we conversed about this 
matter: ‘Dr. Jones cannot in reason be expected 
to make a silk purse out of asow’'sear.”’ It is not 
his duty to furnish the farm, and he has no means 
appropriated by the authorities for any such pur- 
poses. To make such a school as is described 
above would require, in the sm state of the 
university’s treasury, the abolition of several 
chairs in the ‘state college,”’ and the use of the 
Salaries, now attached to them, in the equipment 
and, perhaps, the enlargement of the farm. 

Now, if the second idea be the true one, 
we must report that the school of agriculture is 
ina most flourishing condition, because its stu- 
dents have admission to laboratories perfect in 
almost every appointment, and sit at the feet of 
men of great learning and broad experience, The 
chemistry, anatomy and physiology of insects and 
plants, the chemistry of soils and of the atmos- 
phere, the means of promoting plant growth and 
of improving soils, the value of farm yard manures 
and of commercial fertilizers, leveling, surveying, 
and a thousand other things such as could not be 
learned, or learned only by closest observation and 
costly éxperience, on a farm, are taught here, and 
thoroughly taught; and these studies are among 
the most popular in the university curriculum. 

If both these ideas are true in part and false in 
part, if there should be an admixture of farm 
work with scientific study to constitutea thorough 
agricultural school, then there is undoubtedly 
some reason for the complaints which are 
so frequently made against this depart- 
ment, and we recommend gthat the trustees 
take the matter under advisement § and 
put the school on sucha basis as will satisfy all 
reasonable demands. 

THE MILITARY DEPARTMENT. 

The: military department is another feature 
of the “State college,” kept in operation 
in compliance with the terms of the grant of 
lands by the national government to the state for 
educational purposes. Colonel Snellings, the com- 
mandant, isan efficient drillmaster, and has ac- 
complished as much as could be expected of any 
oné in his place. Judging, however, from the equip- 
ment of his department, we would say, that he 
has not the sympathy of the “powers that be.” 
The guns in use are, to,.borrow the language of a 
member of the military advisory board, “A dis- 
gerace to the state, and utterly useless.’’ They are 
inuzzle loaders of ancient pattern, and not at all 
suited to the modern drill. We saw no drills, but 
we are assured by common report that the two 
companies, numbering 130 men, are ina very fair 
condition. 

THE LIBRARY. 

Your committee heid its sessions in one .of the 
rooms of the library, and a constant ob- 
servance by them of the presence of young gentie- 
men in the main hall of the library, led thein to 
make some inquiries about the reading habits of 
the students. Miss Frierson, the efficient libra- 
rian, kindly furmshed the folheWwing statistics: 
There are 20,000 volumes in the library. During 
the present session, up to date, 1,691 have been 
taken out by the students. Of this number, 93 
were histories, 92 biographies, 94 scientific works, 
$4 classical, 42 political, 32 philosophical and 70 
poetical, 26 were travels, 332 essays and 813 were 
fiction. This does not include books of reference 
nor 13 monthly periodicals, which are not allowed 
to be taken from the library, but which may always 
be had during library hours. Neither does it in- 
clude eight daily newspapers which are Kept on 
file. The number of students visiting the library 
daily varies from 25 to 75. About 100 students are 
constant readers. = 

A moment’s study of these figures will show 
nearly half the books read have been novels and 
romances. This factis not astonishing when it is 
remembered that the best students are generally 
the best readers and that they choose light read- 
ing matter for mental relaxation; noris it objec- 
tionable when it is considered that all the books 
in the library have been selected with greatest care 
and that none is allowed a place on the shelves 
which may not be perused with profit. ‘The aston- 
ishing fact is, that sueh a large proportion of the 
books were books of solid matter and merit. The 
fnterest manifested here is, in our opinion, cred- 
itable alike to students and officers. 

THE LAW SCHOOLS. 

The law school isinan exceedingly prosperous 
condition. It sustains itself and receives no as- 
sistance from other sources, Those who enroll 
themselves as students inthis department must 
pay tuition tothe amount of $75 per annum, $25 
of which is payable at the beginning cf the first 
termand the remainder at the beginning of the 
second. The faculty is composed of Jude Howell 
Cobb, George D. Thomas and Andrew J. Cobb 
and Dr. Samuel C. Benedict. Besides these, there 
are occasional lecturers, among whom are Judge 
W.T. Newman, Judge N. L. Hutchins, Judge A. 
P. Adams, Hon. Joseph B. Cummings and Hon. 
P. W. Meldrim. The prosperity of the scheol is 
due to Professor A. J. Cobb more than to any 
other person, perhaps, as he, for several years, Nas 
given it his constant attention. To illustrate the 
growih of the class‘let us compare the enroliments 
forthe last four years. The class of 1887 num- 
bered only nine; that of 1888 grew to nineteen; 
there were twenty-seven in the ciass of 1889, while 
the class of the present year jhas increased to 
thirty-five. During the twenty-six years of the 
department’s existence there has been but one 
larger class—the class of 1361. 

THE LITERARY SOCIETIES. 

With respect to the literary’ societies, 
we have not a very flattering report. We 
are informed that, while nearly every 
student in college is a member of one or 
the other of them, the interest in them is not'very 
great and the attendance is generally not very 
— Why this is so we were not. able to discover. 

oubtless the arduoys labors entailed upon the 
students in other departments have much to de 
with it, but that will not fully account for the lack 
of enthusiasm, The chancellor-sees the defection 
with atest concern, and we have no donbt that 
he will study the causes, remove them if he pos- 
sibly can, and encourage in every way a better at- 
tention toroeiety duties. It is but. fair to state 
that the societies are regarded as allies rather 
than subjects of the university, and that their 
workings cannot be regulated by the college au- 
thorities as can those of other departments. 

TO SUM UP. 

Now, your excellency will perceive that we are 
well pleased with the manner in which the faculty 
are conducting the affairs of the university, So 
far -as their province extends everything 
a. we believe, ‘above ‘the eriti- 
cism of reasonable «men. The © methods 
of instruction are good and their results satisfac- 
tory. Every member of the faculty seems to be 
doing what heconceives aad what. we conceive to 
be ns duty with zeal and enthusiaem.* Bat, be- 
yond this ty we are not ea ment to go with 
pleasure. Thereare some things which the faeulty 
cannot reach; and those things we have found al- 
most invariably to be in bad order. 

The university, exclusive of the law department 
and the branch colleges elsewhere than im Athens, 
is nominally divided mto two colleges, viz: Krank- 
lin college and the State College of Agriculture 
and the Mechanic Arts. 

Franklin college is the original university, 
which was put in operation about the year 1801. 
Toit belongs the- campus of thirty-seven acres 
and the following buildings: The library build- 
ing, “Ivy buflding,” the ehapel, “new college.” 
“old college,” philosophical hall, and four resi- 
dences for professors. The funds which sup- 
port this college are the Gilmer fund, the 
Terrell fund, the Brown fund, and nearly $8,000 
annually from the state. The first three men- 
tioned are endowments, and can be used for no 
purposes other than those specified by the donors. 
A portion of the annual receipts from some of 
thein, notably of the Gilmer fund, is not spent in 
Athens at all, but in Dahlonega, and, prebably, 
elsewhere. Practically, therefore, the eignt 
thousand dollars above mentioned is the only 
fund which the trustees are free to manipulate as 
they choose, and upon it Franklin college relies 
mainly for support. 

Now, what is known as the State college, was 
founded in 1872. Most of its de ments are in 
whatis known as the Moore building. This is the 
handsomest —ee on the campus, and was 
given tothe state M the city of Athens. The 
only source, nominally, from which the college 
draws money is the land scrip fand. This fund 
is the pri of the sale of wild lands

ent to maintain an independent college, are 
merged, the one into the other; and that the sal- 
aries of nearly all the professors are paid in part 
from both. 

In one respect, however, there is a very percept- 
ible difference between the two. With one or two 
exceptions, every department which, on an en- 
forced separation, would be assigned to the State 
college, is comfortably quartered and excellently 
equipped. The professors have good lecture 
rooms and splendid offices. This is as it should 
be; and we are glad to notice it. The state need 
be ashamed of but one thing in connection with 
the State college. That one thing is that no citi - 

n of the state, outside the city of 

thens, ever saw tax officers collect 
one cent of money for its main- 
tenance. Indeed, we consider it misnamed, 
The city of Athens gave the building in which 
most of its work is done, and the federal govern- 
ment provided all the funds by which it 1s oper- 
ated. What, then, has the state done that the 
college should be so named? 

The real “state college” is Franklin college; 
divorce its revenue from that of the state col- 
lege,and you reduce it to adeplorable state. 
Conceived in 1785, born in 1801, its whole exis- 
tence has been in a state bordering on beggary; 
and, today, it is but little better furnished or 
equipped than it was haif acentury ago. It has 
more buildings—indeed, it has enough buildings, 
such asthey are; but they are little better than 
“owls’ dens and bats’ roosts.’”’ This 1s strange 
language, we know, but we feel assured facts will 
warrant it. Three or four residences are ina 
leaky condition, and nearly every lecture room in 
this college is badly heated, badly lighted, badly 
ventilated and badly furnished. There is scarcely 
a chair’ or a bench or desk in 
any of these rooms that owonld be 
creditable to an ‘‘old field school.” 

It mightseem from the above that there has 
been somewhere cither a reckless or an unbusiness 
like expenditure of the university’s money, but 
such is not thecase. Softarfrom being extrava- 
gant, the authorities have been made to appear 
niggardly, and they have not appropriated money 
for the purpose of improving these buildings for 
the simple reason that they did not have enough. 
From an investigation of the resources of the uni- 
versity we are assured that next year the trustees 
must trim very closely or reduee the present work- 
ing force. ‘ 

THE UNIVERSITY AND THE COMMON SCHOOLS. 

We beg now to e¢all your excellency’s attention 
to the isolation of the university from the state 
school system, and to the harm which may result 
from it. While the interests of the two are iden- 
tical, it is sometimes made to seem that they are 
opposite and antagonistic, and this fact has 
alienated the friendship of many who would other- 
wise be attached to the university. Besides,itseems 
to us that it would be much better for all con- 
cerned if the state would systematize her educa- 
tional plans, and place them all more or less under 
the supervision of the same state officer. As mat- 
ters now are, money goes from the treasury to sup- 
port the university and money goes from the 
treasury to maintain the schools. But these sums 
do not go through the same channel. Those who 
receive the one know absolutely nothing in an 
official way of those who receive the other. Nor 
is this all. The state department of education 
has no authority whatever over the university. 
Not even the authority to demand of it the cem- 
monest statistics. This isa singular state of af- 
fairs, it seems to us, and oné which ought to be, 
and comid be very easily, amended by making the 
state school commissioner a member of the board 
of trustees or, at least, by giving him the right to 
appear before the board, whenever he may deem 
it necessary, and advise with them about affairs 
of common interest. One of the duties of the 
commisioner and the trustees should be to bring 
about a thorough allignment of their respective 
charges. 

Last summer the legislature abolished the old 
board of trustees and created a new one, fewer in 
numbers. Nor was this all. The old board had 
the power to perpetuate itself, to fill vacancies, 
and to determine all questions bearing upon its 
mimembership. These powers were annulled, the 
number of members was fixed by law, as was the 
manner of choosing each member, and it was 
made a part of the governor’s duty to fill all 
vacancies arising by death, resignation, or expi- 

ation of a member's term of office. By these 
acts the state madea distinct assertion of her pro- 
priectorship; by them, she uneguivocaily acknowl- 
edged the university to be her own, and pledged 
herself to pursue toward it a more liberal policy. 
Let the state redeem her pledges; let her put the 
university on the basis of a university; let her 
raise up the institution that has contributed so 
much to her glory, and infuse new life 
into it. But, if she does not propose to do this, 
if she proposes to continue her long  pur- 
sued policy of parsimoniousness, if she proposes 
to treat it inthe future as she has done in the 
past as a troublesome mendicant, we respectfully 
suggest that she surrender:all power over the 
property now owned or used by it, from whatever 
source that property may have come, or whatever 
may be its character, whether houses, moneys, or 

sands, to its alumni and friends, and forever dis- 
solve a connection ‘that must beto her a con- 
tinuous vexation and te the —- & perpetnal « 
degredation.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, July 11.—The selling movement 
iast evening, induced by the order of $1,000,000 in 
gold for export, was of extremely short duration, 
as it began andended within the half hour of 
business left out of the afternoon. This morning 
there was nothing to be seen of it, and prices at 
the opening here were up from 4, to % per cent, 
although London figures were rather heavy. The 
shipment of gold could only affect the values of 
stocks and bonds in case of a scarcity of money 
here and in view of the receipts of funds from the 
interior and heavy expenditures of the govern- 
ment, which are stated at aliout $6,000,000 over its 
receipts so far this month, there is the general ex- 
pectation that the bank statement fomorrow will 
show an entirely different state of affairs from 
that of last week. The suspension of specie pay- 
ments in the Argentine Republic andin Uruguay 
is expected to do away with the necessity for gold 
there, and the feeling in Londonis much easier, 
to which the action of the governors of the bank 
of England largely contributed. London houses 
were not sellers of stocks today, and some pur- 
chases even were made for foreign account, which, 
with a better outlook for the passage of the silver 
bill, gave the bears littie to work upon this morn- 
ing, and advices from Washington also indicated 
a better state of affairs in that section as regards 
the probability of a settlement of the existing 
railroad difficulties. Sterling exchange was 
higher, but several firms mentioned as likely to 
ship gcld said that they would not do so this week, 
as no large remittances are called for and ex- 
change is as yet cheaper than gold, except on large 
remittances. Sellers of yesterday afternoon, 
therefore, were looking for their stock again this 
morning, and while there were a few other buyers 
the demand was brisk, especially for Lackawanna, 
St. Paul and Atchison, though further gains over 
the opening prices were generally slight. Towards 
noon Trusts again loomed up and became a 
feature ef trading, Sugar displaying some of its 
old time animation and strength, moving up 
about 3 percent, followed by Chicago Gas and 
other stocks followed later, and Louisville and 
Nashville,New Engiand, Northern Pacific preferred 
and some others were prominent for advances 
made. Anotherengagement of $500,000 in gold 
for export in the last hour failed to have any ap- 
preciable effect, and the market closed dull but 
firm to strong at the best prices of the day. There 
were several sharp movements among specialties, 
and Chicago and East Illinois stocks were con- 
spicuous, as were also Mobile and Ohio. The list 
this evening is almost invariably higher, Sales of 
listed 119,000 shares, unlisted 25,000.
